Death of Senator Hoar.

U. Senator George Frisbie Hoar 
died Friday morning at 1.35. The 
wonderful vitality which has enabled 
him to withstand all the ravage of a 
disease which bas lasted for months, 
bafiling all medical skill and gradually 
wearing away the splendid constitution 
which years of well nigh perfect living 
had created, has been a marvel to the 
entire nation. 

He was born at Concord, Mass., Aug. 
29, 1826, graduated from Harvard in 
1846, and settled in Worcester the 
following year. He was representative 
in 1851, and State senator from °57 to 
69; and a United States senator from 
1877 to the present time. 

This ‘‘Grand Old Man’’ was one of 
the strongest and most interesting 
figures in United States history. A 
man of strong personality, of great 
deeds, fearless mein, and was loved by 
all who knew him, regardless of 
politics. A man who always said and 
did what be thought was right, re- 
gardiess of party affiliations; a man 
who possessed deep sense of humor and 
who always looked on the bright side 
of life.

Nearly 1100 voted with the Republicans, 
a representative number, as only 1877 
voted at the State election last year for 
Gov. Bates. Last year, it will be 
remembered, there was considerable 
talk about Democrats voting at the 
Republican caucuses, This year the 
Democrats appear to have voted as 
Democrats, resulting in more repre- 
sentative caucuses by that party also.

When some of the local trains between 
Quincy and Boston were removed a few 
weeks ago, it was anticipated that they 
would be restored by the winter 
schedule, Some of these trains were 
popular and well patronized, and the 
crowded condition of many Quincy 
trains shows a large traffic. One of 
these trains in particular is wanted, the 
one just before 7 P. M. to Boston. The 
7.12 train is usually late, and those 
who rely on it to reach the theatre at 
7.45 or even 8, are often late. 

The announcement of President Mel- 
len of the N. Y., N. BH. & H. RR, 
that none of these trains will be re- 
stored, is therefore a matter of regret. 
Quincy is not particular about an ex- 
press train, but if some of the ex- 
presses which pass through Quincy 
about 7 P. M. made the stop it would 
be an easy solution. 

President Mellen says: ‘‘ This whole 
question of suburban train service is 
one of the most perplexing problems 
that confront the company. As the 
matter stands we are losing money 
rigbt along on this service, as the result 
of carrying passengers for a trolley-line 
rate, and in some instances the expense 
of maintenance is twice as much as the 
income, 

‘*Under these circumstances, I do not 
see how we can afford to increase the 
number of these trains until some dif- 
ferent system of propulsion is adopted. 
The service certainly cannot be protit- 
ably maintained on the present basis of 
steam power. As far as I know at 
present, there will be no additions 
made to the present number of suburban 
trains out of Boston, and I bave not 
been advised that there is any urgent 
need of an increase. 

‘*We have not yet been able to make 


“|any definite plans with respect to eleo- 


trical equipment, with which the solu- 
tion of this saburban problem seems to 
rest, and it is not likely that we will 
be able to do so right away.’’ 


Nomination for Mayor. 


There have been many conjectures 
during the past few weeks as to who 
would receive the Republican nomi- 
nation for Mayor at the coming 
municipal convention. Several names 
have been mentioned but they had all 
dwindled down to one, namely James 
Thompson, the Principal Assessor. 

This week, however, a new name has 
been mentioned, that of John W. Mc- 
Anarney ex-City Solicitor. It is re- 
ported that he is the candidate of the 
Republican City Committee, 

It is also intimated that he may also 
receive a Democratic endorsement. 

It is pointed out that not one word 
can be said against Mr. McAnarney, as 
he has a clean record. He is not a 
City Hall candidate, neither is he a 
Bryant candidate, if anything anti- 
Bryant. 

It is figured out therefore, that Re- 
publicans could and would all unite in 
their support for him, 


being ahead in every ward except West 
Quincy, where he was only one behind. 

The total number of Democratic votes 
cast was 368, a larger number than un- 
der the old caucuses. 

The votes of Messrs. Bates and 
Turner at the Socialist caucuses did 
not vary except in Ward One where the 
former received one less. The total 
Socialist vote in the city was 49, and 
Mr. Turner received 47 and Mr. 
Bates 46. 


The polls opened at 12 o’clock and 
remained open until 9 P. M. The vote 
during the afternoon was very light. 
Along toward 6 o'clock the several 
caucus officers were quite busy. 

The principal contests were over the 
Republican Congressional and Repre- 
sentative candidates, and the Demo- 
cratic Congressional candidate. 

There were two candidates for Re- 
publican congressman, namely, Craw- 
ford and Gates. Comparatively few 
had any particular choice as but little 
was known of either man. 

There was a great interest, however, 
in the Republican Representative con- 
test. There were three names on the 
ballot and there was a fourth candidate 
who ran on stickers. 

Who of the three names on the ballot 
would receive the nomination was an 
open question and was not actually 
settled until the last returns had been 
received. Then it was seen that Messrs. 
Freeman and Nicoll had received the 
nomination, Mr. Sandberg being defeat- 
ed by three votes. 

Mr. Crawford carried the city for 
Republican congressman. 

On the Democratic ticket McNary 
was an easy winner. 

The caucus officers were not permitted 
to begin counting until the polls closed 
which made the returns late. 

There was another contest but it was 
confined to Ward Five. This was the 
delegation to the Senatorial convention. 
James H. Broughton, a Brackett 
man, tried for election on stickers, but 
he failed to receive the election, the 
regular list winning.

Locomotive Overturned. 


At last reports Engineer Will Adams 
jae living, and his fireman, Edward 
Cook, was the only fatality in the dis- 
aster to the Plymouth express, Boston 
bound, at South Braintree on Thursday 
shortly before 1 P. M. 

It was miraculous that all the 100 
passengers and trainmen should have 
escaped injury when the extent of the 
disaster became known, and there is 
mystery as to the cause. 

Probably something broke for the 
engine was switched violently to the 
left, as if whirled on a pivot, and was 
projected in a direction directly oppo- 
site from that in which it had been 
running. Clean over a stone wall it 
flew and landed on its back in a tangle 
of underbrush. Ninety feet nearer 
South Weymouth than the engine its 
forward trucks finally broughtup. Two 
hundred feet back of the engine, and 
laying by the side of the track, was the 
tender. 

Meanwhile, the three cars that com- 
prised the train proceeded on toward 
Boston for a distance of nearly 100 
yards from the point at which detrail- 
ment occurred, and bumped along, 
right side up, until the air brakes 
brought them to a standstill with a jerk. 
The trucks of one car were wrenched 
askew, but otherwise the pbysical 
damage to the cars was confined to two 
broken windows. 

Both of the engineer's legs were 
crushed and he was otherwise badly in- 
jured during the meteoric flight of his 
beloved machine, aod one of the fire- 
man’s legs was severed and he was 
otherwise terribly battered. This is the 
complete recapitulation of physical 
personal injury, and these two were the 
only ones out of the more than 100 pas- 
sepgers who had to be taken to a bus- 
pital.

The de- 
cision of the commission is in accord- 
ance with the general rules of law 
governing the use of property, and the 
laws as to principal and agent are not 
to be construed differently in the case 
of automobiles from what they would be 
in the case of other vehicles used on high- 
ways.

to anything in the line of speed break- 
ing in order to convict an automobile 
owner who has been arrested. So far 
it has been absolutely useless for 
owners of machines to put in any evi- 
dence in any court, unless they bappen 
to have had their machine equipped 
with speedometers, and few machines 
do have these instruments upon them. 
It is a well settled fact, however, that 
not one machine in a hundred bas been 
going at the rate of speed testitied to 
by the arresting officer, and it is pretty 
near time that Justice should have the 
bandage ripped from her eyes if she 
cannot do better work than has been 
done for the past six months or more 
in this state.—Banker and Tradesman.

Household Receipts. 


Beef Soup. Pat the bones, gristle 
and fat of a roast of beef into a kettle 
with cold water enough to cover. Add 
one small onion and a little turnip and 
carrot, and a bit of celery root if you 
have it. When nearly done, add salt, 
one teaspoonful to each quart of the 
broth. Simmer till the bones are 
clean, then strain it and set away to 
cool. When ready to serve, remove 
the fat. Put it onto boil and season 
to taste with salt and pepper; heat with 
it any vegetables like onions, tomatoes, 
peas, celery, cabbage, parsnips or 
macaroni that may be left from yester- 
day’s dinner. These may be served 
clear in the soup if they have not been 
served with any sauce, or the whole 
may be rubbed through a strainer, then 
heated again and thickened with a 
little flour and batter cooked together, 
making it like a puree. 


Baked Almond Pudding. Blanch and 
pound a quarter of a pound of sweet 
almonds and five bitter ones in a little 
orange flour water, melt a quarter of a 
pound of butter and mix it with the 
almonds. Well beat four eggs and add 
them, with the juice of half a lemon, 
the grated rind of half, a glass of wine, 
two ounces of sugar and one pint of 
milk and cream mixed to the other in- 
gredients and mix them well together. 
Line a pie dish with puff paste, put in 
the mixture and bake. 


Fine Beef Jelly. An excellent foud 
for invalids and copvalescents. Puta 
pound of lean beef, cut fine, intua 
porcelain-lined stewpan, with a pint of 
cold water. Let it stand half an hour, 
and then put it on the stove, where it 
will heat gradually. While boiling hot 
skim carefully, aud put it where it will 
simmer gently for half an hour. When 
this is cooking, put a third of a box of 
gelatine in two tablespoonfuls of cold 
water, Salt the broth to taste, and 
strain, boiling hot, over the gelatine. 
Stir till dissolved. Strain into cups or 
moulds. Set away to cool. 


Mutton Broth. Cut two pounds of 
lean mutton into squares, removing 
every particle of fat. Cover with one 
quart of cold water, let it come to the 
boil, and simmer slowly two hours. 
Twenty minutes before it is taken up, 
add one tablespvonful of well-washed 
rice. Put in salt and pepper to taste.

Hotes and Comments. 


—In the American bankers’ conyen- 
tion in New York recently the associ- 
ation, which has 7,563 members, was 
found to represent an aggregate capital 
of eleven billion dollars. This fact 
will be a great text for the socialists 
but, after all, there have to be smart 
men in the world to handle the world’s 
money wisely.—Medford Leader. 


—It is easy enough to talk of a billion 
dollars, but what does it really mean? 
The city of Boston affords a good ex- 
ample, On May 1 of this year the total 
assessed valuation of Boston real estate 
was $1,006,122,900. Of this amount 
$607, 109,450 was on land, and $339,103, - 
450 on buildings. Having these figures 
in mind, then, we can have some idea 
of what it is to be a billionaire. 
—Somerville Journal. 

—A quartet of prominent Democrats, 
Robert Treat Paine, Jr., Gen. Francis 
Peabody, Judge Grant and James Jaf- 
frey Roache, editor of the Boston Pilot, 
have declared their intention of voting 
for Roosevelt. It is surprising, to say 
the least, that either of these gentlemen 
should support the Republican candi- 
date for president, but undoubtedly 
each of them think that they have 
good and sufficient reason for doing so. 
‘*T believe,’’ suid Gen. Peabody, ‘‘there 
is less danger from Roosevelt's election 
than Parker's. The Democratic party 
at present is made up of several discor- 
dant elements. I cannot forgive the 
Democrats for nominating Bryan in 1896 
and 1900, I was particularly incensed 
over the nomination of Davis for vice- 
president, and the domination of Bryan 
over the convention. It is shocking to 
name a man as old as Davis because a 
lot of money was expected. If that is 
not selling the nomination I am mis- 
taken. Idon’tlike that kind of politics 
and have always voted against it.’’ 
Judge Grant refuses to give his reasons 
for voting for President Roosevelt, say- 
ing that he does not think it proper for 
him as a judge to discuss the merits of 
the candidates, and give reasons why 
he should vote for one in preference 
to the other. Mr. Roache expresses 
himself thusly in an editorial in the 
‘*Pilot.’? ‘*Theodore Roosevelt has 
borne himself well in the Presidential 
chair. He has done his duty as he saw 
it, fearlessly, wisely and impartially. 
In so doing he has offended many mil- 
lionaires, a legion of snobs and a multi- 
tude of fools. None of these will vote 
him an extension of office. They ought 
not to; but the great majority of the 
American people are not millionaires, 
nor snobs, nor fools.’’ Perhaps the 
Strangest conversion of all is that of 
Robert Treat Paine, Jr., who has twice 
been the Democratic nominee for gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts.—Athol Chron- 
icle. 


—Both the Methodist and the Baptist 
pastors in Statesboro, (ia., where the 
fiendish lynching lately occurred, openly 
advocate the expulsion from the church 
of their members who may be shown to 
have taken part in the lynching. 


—The annual dinner of the Repub- 
lican Club of Massachusetts will be 
held in Symphony Hall on Tuesday 
evening, October 11. The presiding 
officer will be the Hon. Eben S. Draper 
of Hopedale, president of the club, and 
among the speakers will be Governor 
Bates, Senators Lodge and Foraker and 
former Senator Thurston of Nebraska. 
Tickets are already on sale to the 
members and to others who may wish 
to purchase. The Salem Cadet Band 
will furnish music, and in every way 
the dinner promises to be a success 
worthy of its predecessors. 


—Scrap leather isthe latest substitute 
for wood in the manufacture of rail- 
road ties. This process has been 
worked out by F. W. Dunnell, of West 
Warren, Mass., who has had the 
occasion to give the subject of paper 
making some study, and the leather 
railroad tie is the result. He claims 
that the tie can be made so hard that 
it will resist a spike, if this were 
desirable; but when the tie is made at 
a proper density for railroad purposes, 
it willtake the spike as nicely as wood, 
and will hold it much better. The tie 
is said to resist the action of water and 
chemicals to a great extent, and the 
inventor estimates its life at thirty-five 
years. Samples of this tie put down some 
twenty-eight months ago in the yard of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad at West 
Springfield have not shown the least 
wear, although they have been subjected 
to the hardest usage. The material 
from which these ties are madé repre- 
sents the waste of the shoe and leather 
goods factories, of which there are 
many in New England.—Scientific 
American.

It was at 
Flannigan’s that he fell and cut a gash 
in his right hand, with a bottle, that 
required six stitches.

Councilmen Holmes anc Polk were 
the absentees. 

The Overseer of the Poor sent a com- 
munication stating that the appropria- 
tion for his department for 1903 was 
exhausted and that there were bills un- 
paid amouoting to 2,406.80. To 
Finance Committee. 

The New England Telephone com- 
pany petitioned for a location for poles 
on Goffe street and South Central 
avenue, and to attach wires to poles of 
other companies on Sea street. To 
Committee on Streets. 

Several petitions for minor licenses 
were received and referred. 

Thc Committee on Licenses reported 
orders granting licenses to Faxon hall, 
Hancock hall and St. Mary’s hall at $15 
each, and an auctioneers license to 
Charles H. Johnson. Adupted. 

The joint committee on Finance and 
Sewers reported an amended order for 
$12,000 instead of $22,000 for sewer ex- 
tensions. Ordered to a second reading. 

Councilman Whiten offered a resolu- 
tion setting forth that the street rail- 
way was discriminating in issuing its 
half fare schoul tickets by refusing to 
sell them to children attending private 
schools, and that the Mayor request the 
railroad to sell half fare tickets to all 
Quincy scholars attending schools in 
Quincy. 

Mayor Bryant said that this matter 
was taken up with the railradtwo years 
ago and that they then agreed to issue 
half-fare tickets to children attending 
private schools and that they had done 
so. It was something new if they did 
not do so now. 

Councilman Whiton said that he had 
tried to buy some for a niece who was 
attending the Greenleaf street school, 
and had been refused. 

Mayor Bryant—The railroad claimed 
that the Adams Academy, Woodward 
and Greenleaf schools were endowed 
institutions. He did not think the 
City Council bad a very good case to 
go before the railroad to include all 
private schools. The way they drew 
the line was seemingly fair. He did 
not think it necessary to pass the order. 

Councilman Whiton—They are now 
selling to the Adams Academy and 
Woodward cbildren, and if the Green- 
leaf were included the amount would be 
small, 

The order was adupted. 

A public hearing was held on the 
petition of the Telephone Company to 
attach wires to poles of other com- 
panies on Arlington street. No one 
appeared for or against and the hearing 
closed, 

Councilman Loud offered an order 
for $600 fur public scales to be erected 
near the fountain in City Square. To 
Committee on Public Buildings. 

Councilman Bass offered an order that 
the Mayor be requested to direct the 
Gas company to light Goffe street upon 
the same schedule that Adams street is 
being lighted until such time as the 
Electric Light company was in position 
to light the street as ordered. ToCom- 
mittee on Streets, 

Councilman Hughes offered an order 
for polling places for the State election. 
Adopted. 

The order laying out 
street took its second reading. 

The following orders were passed to 
be ordained. 

Granting the Telephone Co. a location 
for poles on Penn street and Newport 
avenue. 

Granting the Telephone Co. a re- 
location for poles on Sea street, Sea 
avenue and Willard street. 

Granting the Telephone Co. permis- 
sion to attach wires to poles on Canal 
and Field streets. 

The order appropriating $3,000 for 
schools took its second reading and 
the rules were suspended, 

Councilman Piper offered an amend- 
ment making the amount $2000. 

He said that when the order came up 
we were told that the cost to Quincy 
for text books and supplies was among 
the lowest. He found by the report of 
the State board that it was among the 
highest, standing number five in the 
list of cities. Also told that the 
teachers coming from other towns criti- 
cised the quality and quantity of sup- 
plies. It seems, if we pay more and 
get poor quality and quantity, some- 
thing must be wrong. In a recent re- 
port Quincy bas a little better showing, 
standing number ten in the list of 
cities. Were also told that the School 
Board asked for $9,000 for supplies and 
sundries. The $1,500 cut from that 
would leave $7,500. I find by the 
September report of the board that 
$8,612 was set aside for that purpose 
and that there was a balance of $3,823. - 
46. Now, if they have a balance it 
hardly seems that bills are outstanding. 

Ile would like the order to read so 
that $1,500 could go to evening schools 
and $500 to books and supplies. This 
amount with what they set aside will 
give them $9,100 for books and supplies. 
He believed economy should be prac- 
ticed in the School board as in other 
departments, 

Councilman Reardon would like to 
know if the text books were leased or 
purchased outright. 

Councilman Bass boped the matter 
would be settled tonight that the even- 
ing schools might open. He moved 
the Council go into the committee of 
the whole. Voted. 

Councilman Whiton was elected cbair- 
man and C, A. Spear clerk. 

Upon vote, Dr. Hallowell of the 
School board, appeared before the coum- 
mittee. 

Dr. Hallowell said he had not pre- 
pared himself on this subject. He 
doubted if it waa proper for him to 
appear as that duty devolved upon the 
chairman, He was simply present as a 
citizen. 

In reply to questions he said the 
evening sehools could not open until 
the necessary funds were provided. He 
was not prepared to discuss the com- 
parisons made by Councilman Piper. 
The $3,000 was needed. It was not 
economical or prudent to perform the 
work without necessary funds. The 
committee put out competitive bids for 
its supplies, In reply to a question as 
to how he reconciled the statement 
that $9,000 would be needed for 
supplies, and now want more, he said, 
he presumed that the committee did 
not set aside a large enough amount as 
more children attended school than 
estimated, and that more took the 
higber branches than expected. 

Councilman Reardon—If $2000 is 
appropriated will the evening schools 
be opened ? 

Dr. Hallowell,—Yes, if you appro- 
priate $1500. 

In reply to further questons, Dr. 
Hallowell said that he had no knowledge 
that the committee did not pay for its 
text books. 

The Committee then arose and re- 
ported. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed 
amendment to reduce to $2,000. They 
need the money. The Council cannot 
go into detail and find out where every

cent is expended. He did not believe} 


money had been squandered. They do 
the hest they can. It was a mistake to 
cut the amount down. He believed 
schools were rua economically. 

Councilman Stone—The School Com- 
mittee would not be expected to know 
how many children were to come to 
school. The records show they are 
doing business right and were educat- 
ing the children cheap. They have 
been antagonized on every move they 
have made and it all comes from the 
same quarter, 

Councilman Whiton—The text book 
matter is fixed by the State, and it was 
up to the council to furnish the money. 

Councilman Reardon--Some people have 
visionary ideas. He did not believe in 
pissing the $3000 order. The report 
shows a balance of $3000 for text books. 
It was just as easy for them to come 
before the council later, if necessary, 
and ask for a thousand more. Facts 
are facts, and are prepared by the 
State. They show schools are not run 
as economically as in other cities. It 
was better business to pass the $2000 
order. Make the School Committee 
exercise economy as other departments. 

Councilman Stone—Books have been 
bought but not paid for as the bills 
have not come in. If we do not want 
to provide money the School Board can 
contract bills and the City Council ‘has 
got to pay for them, 

Councilman Piper—Councilmen bave 
no right to accuse any member of 


antagonizing. He was living up to his 
obligation, He had no antagonism but 


did not believe they bad been economi- 
cal. 

Councilman Langelier—Statistics are 
misleading. Schools usually contracted 
large bills for supplies iu Augnst which 
were not paid until September or later. 

The amendment of Councilman Piper 
was lost. 

The order was then passed to be or- 
dained, Councilmen Hughes, Piper and 
Reardon voting no. 


Adjourned 9.05, until Oct. 17.

Household Receipts. 


Oysters a la Risotto. Drain the liquor 
from one pint of oysters, boil and skim 
it, add to it half a cup of well washed 
rice, and after a few minutes rapid 
boiling, place it over boiling water and 
cook until the rice is tender. Then 
stir in a heaped tablespoonful of butter 
and let it cool slightly. Add one well 
beaten egg and spread it ona platter 
for serving. It should be about an 
inch deep, With the bowl of a table- 
spoon make little hollows in the rice, 
and lay an oyster in each. Cover the 
oysters with melted butter, add a little 
pepper and cover with fine buttered 
cracker crumbs. Bake in a quick oven 
until brown. 


Polatina. Take ove cup of stewed 
tomato and the gravy left from roast 
beef. Let them boil, and season with 
cayenne and salt. Slice two onions, 
soak them in cold salted water, drain 
dry and fry in deep fat. Cut about a 
pint of cold roast beef into the thinnest 
possible shavings. Have the platter as 
hot as possible, lay the shaved beef on 
it, pour on the boiling sauce, and 
garvish with the fried onions. 


Scallop Salad. Put into a basin of 
salted water and cook slowly for an 
hour. Rinse in cold water and again 
boil slowly twenty minutes; then 
plunge in cold water, drain, and cut in 
slices, mixing with the same quantity 
of celery cut in pieces; put in salad 
bowl and cover with a mayonnaise 
dressing ; garnish with slices of lemon 
and celery leaves.

A Washington dispatch of Wednesday 
to the Boston Advertiser says: 

A report reached Washington that the 
2 knocked-down torpedo boats which 
were being shipped in 23 car loads over 
the Great Northern to Seattle and were 
partially wrecked near Towner, North 
Dakota, were built at the yards of. the 
Fore River Ship Building Co., Quincy, 
Mass., upon the order of agents of the 
Japanese government 

They Were to have been shipped from 
Seattle to Japan. It is understood the 
company will institute a thorough in- 
vestigation regarding the waeck, whicb, 
it was suggested in despatches, was the 
work of Russian spies. 

The above dispatch refers to sub- 
marines, four of which were built by 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
and were shipped to New York from 
Quincy Sept. 28. 

The submarines were delivered accord- 
ing to contract, and the Fore River 
Company has no further responsibility.

It is pleasing to see a small business 
increase year by year as has the D. E.

It always makes his fellow- 
members of the craft feel good to see 
libel cases result like this, The news- 
papers are published for the benefit of 
the public. They give the news as they 
get it and if they are in error some- 
times, there ought to be some other 
method for an over-sensitive person to 
right the wrong than by resorting to 
law, which means expense to both 
parties. If any person's character has 
been damaged, the money of a news- 
paper publisher cannot repair the dam- 
age, but the newspaper itself can place 
tbat man ina position before all the 
world, which will remove whatever 
stain or injury he has received. If you 
ever see anything in a newspaper that 
casts reflection on you, just go, ina 
courteous manoer, to the publisher and 
he will readily and freely set you right 
before the public—Quincy Advertiser. 


Quincy should do everything it can 
to encourage historical pilgrimages to 
this city. Patriotic societies have done 
much recently by preserving historical 
sites and making them accessible, and 
now that there are so many places of 
interest which may be visited, out-of- 
town people will find that they can 
spend a whole day here with consider- 
able pleasure. Not even Concord and 
Lexington, or Plymouth, have so many 
historical attractions as Quincy. The 
list includes: 

Birthplace of President John Adams. 

Birthplace of President John Quincy 
Adams. 

Burial places of both the Presidents, 
and the old church in which one of 
them worshipped. 

Site of birthplace of John Hancock, 
the first signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The Dorothy Q bouse, the paternal 
home of Mrs. John Hancock. 

These are some of the more im- 
portant, but there are many others. 
Pilgrimages to Quincy will foster local’ 
pride, they will help the railroad and 
street railway, the hotels and the car- 
riage drivers, the dealers in souvenirs 
and the newspapers, and incidentally a 
great many people. 


The address of the chairman at the 
recent Democratic State convention 
furnished Gov, Bates with an excellent 
text at the Republican Club banquet 
Tuesday evening and he showed con- 
clusively that all claims of decadence of 
Massachusetts have no foundation in fact. 
On the contrary there were gains all along 
the line in whatever direction one 
turns. 

The State Board of Arbitration report 
but 800 men outside of Fall River, who 
are out of employment because of 
strikes and lockouts, while 400,000 are 
at work in Massachusetts at good wages. 
The number employed in 1897 was 
314,000. The state of affairs in Fall 
River was deplored, but the good offices 
of the State had been declined. 

Figures of the Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor report an increase in average 
yearly earniogs, 1903 over 1897, of $45 
per man. 

While seven industries have moved 
away, six have moved into the state, 
and 92 new industries have been 
organized, a net gain of 91. Those to 
move away did not go South as some 
would have us believe, but to other New 
England states, where itis claimed there 
is adversity. 

When 1903 is compared with 1897, 
more capital is now invested, the out- 
put of manufactured goods increased, 
the deposits in the savings bank larger, 
more passengers are carried on steam 
railroads and street railways, and we 
have prosperity and comforts. 

Senators Foraker of Ohio, Thurston of 
Nebraska and Lodge of Massachusetts 
were equally confident of progress in 
the United States, and their discussion 
of the Philippine question, the tariff, 
the building of the isthmus canal and 
the candidates for President, were 
masterly andeconvincing.

Distinguished Guest. 


Peter Curran, one of the delegates 
from England to the Peace Congress in 
Boston, gave an address in Hancock 
hall, Oct. 7, at the smoke talk held 
under the auspices of the Shipwrights, 
Joiners and Caulkers Union. 

There was a large crowd present, and 
Mr. Curran, who comes from a ship- 
building center of England, was given 
a hearty welcome. G. H. Kirnan, one 
of the Fore River yard superintendents 
presided, and in opening the meeting 
said that the chief weakness of most 
labor unions was too much local govern- 
ment and control of funds. 

This allows unwarranted strikes be- 
tween unions and employers by hot- 
headed and unreasoning members. 
After his experiences of twenty-five 
years in shipbuilding centers in England, 
Germany and America, he was convinced 
that the best workmen were trade 
unionists, and that their efliciency con- 
serves the best interest of the employ- 
ers. 

Mr. Curran was then introduced. 
He said he believed when nations go to 
war, the workingmen are the principal 
sufferers, as they not only supply the 
money by paying war taxes, but supply 


men whose lives are sacriticed. There 
were other wars than international 
ones. Internal wars, especially when 


organized capital and labor meet and 
carry with them poverty and destruc- 
tion. Not perhaps to the extent of 
international wars, but to a very great 
extent. 

The strike weapon is a dangerous 
one. We, trade unionists, claim the 
right to strike if there is no other 
possibility. 

If employers turn a deaf ear to the 
appeal of the voice of labor, we ought 
to strike to receive our rights. But 
every other metbod should be used be- 
fore workmen threw down their tools.

Oyster Toast. Wash one pint of 
oysters, drain, season with salt and 
pepper. Dip in melted butter, then in 
fine cracker crumbs; broil over a clear 
fire until the juice flows.

country and the grave enhancement of 
the price of lumber to the consumers 
of the present day, the American 
administrators of the Philippines have 
adopted a policy which warrants the 
belief that the vast forest resources of 
the Philippines will prove a perpetual 
and constantly increasing source of 
1evenue to the islands and will, 
incidentally, contribute to the develop- 
ment of the archipelago in other direc- 
tions, 

No forest land is sold in the Philip- 
pines but twenty year leases are granted 
to lambermen conveying the right to 
cut, not all the timber in sight, but 
only those trees which have reached 
maturity and have been marked by the 
expert foresters employed by the 
government. The forest 
divided into classes according to their 
proximity to market and the trees are 
divided into groups according to the 
value of the wood, the tax varying 
5 pesos per cubic meter for the more 
valuable woods in close proximity to 
market, to one-half peso for the least 
valuable group in the most inaccessible 
locality. The lease-holders are con- 
structing roads and developing hitherto 
neglected sections of the archipelago, 
the productivity of the forests is being 
steadily increased perpetual 
source of revenue of no mean propor- 
tions is afforded to the government. 
This is buta single instance of those 
things which seem to warrant the re- 
flection, ‘‘We do things better in these 
days.’ 

The poisoning of twelve persons with 
bad whiskey, which occurred in New 
York last week, has resulted in Dr. 
Wiley’s, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, giving out 
results of his investigations which 
should cause liquor drinkers to pause. 
According to this eminent chemist, 85 
per cent. of the whiskey sold in the 
saloons, hotels and clubs of this country 
is not the genuine article but a cheap 
imitation, Although a greater part of 
this stuff will not produce death, as 
did the New York whiskey, it is seri- 
ously injurious to health and where 
used constantly is at least a predispos- 
ing cause to serious diseases. “If the 
pure food bill which passed the House 
last session and is now awaiting the 
action of the Senate becomes a law we 
will have a legal method of condemn- 
ing this stuff,’’ said Dr. Wiley today, 
‘‘but at present there is no way in 
which the Government cao reach it, 
Most of the Scotch whiskey sold in this 
country is adulterated with creosote 
and most of the American whiskey is 
seriously adulterated after it is re- 
moved from bond."’ ‘Thus far the 
influence of the whiskey trade, and the 
disinclination of some temperance 
advocates who condemn all use of 
whiskey have proved an insurmountable 
obstacle to legislation which would 
authorize the condemnation of adulter- 
ated liquor and the punishment of those 
who sell it, 

The government spent last year, for 
the military establishment of the nation, 
$195,000,000. That amount included 
the entire cost of the army in this 
country, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, the cost of adding a number of 
new ships of the most approved and 
expensive type to the navy, of main- 
taining the navy and of fortifying the 
coasts of the United States. It may be 
recalled that during the Spanish War 
grave anxiety was felt among sea coast 
cities when it was learned that a 
Spanish fleet bad sailed for America. 
Within the past year $8,000,000, 
included in the above total, has been 
spent on the coast defenses of the 
United Statesand the European Admiral 
ordered to attack this country would 
find twenty-four barbors where he dare 
not enter asa result of this expendi- 
ture. More remains to be done ia this 
direction bat all that has been expended 
has been for defenses of the bighest 
grade and most permanent character, 
built to ‘‘last through the ages.” 

Sic William White, retired admiral 
of the British navy, has been a guest 
in Washington this week, and at a 
dioner given for him by Admiral Dewey 
he called attention to the necessity of 
proper military power to the nation 
that would remain neutral in time of 
war. He cited the case of China, which 
is most anxious to refrain from partici- 
pating in the existing hostilities be- 
tween Kussia and Japan. Because of 
China’s lack of a navy she has been 
unable to enforce the neutrality agree- 
ment entered into by all non-belligerant 
nations. Russia, in time of stress, has 
used Chinese barbors as places of 
refuge, asin the case of the Russian 
vessel which sought refuge in the 
harbor of Shanghai and refused to dis- 
arm within the required time, and in 
the case of the Japanese seizure of the 
Russian ship in the harbor of Cheefoo, 
in spite of the grave vivlation of the 
neutrality laws iovolved, China being 
utterly powerless to maintain them. 
Sir William, who bas visited tbe navy 
yards of this country, declared the 
present type of battleships, now build- 
ing, to be the finest in the world. 

The beneficial effect of the campaign 
is clearly observable in Wasbington 
already. The violent attacks on the 
present administration, based on 
allegations of extravagance, are pro- 
ducing an effort to economize in all 
directions. Cabinet officers, who pro- 
bably have not watched the pennies as 
closely as they might, are keenly alive

Getting in the Walnuts. 


The first English walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles Mission gardens where 
the padres had started a few trees with 
nuts brought with them from Spain. 
The undertaking was a success from the 
first, and the acreage of walnuts has 
steadily increased—slowly at first, but 
now with rapid The walnut 
tree’s early age of bearing, its long life 
and the steady demand for its product 
tend to make the enterprize deservedly 
popular. Already it is superseding the 
orange in favor among fruit growers. 

The walnut tree begins to bear when 
Stx or seven years old, and nothing is 
know definitely of its age limit of bear- 
ing. Fabulous stories are told of trees 
in Spain one or two centuries old, bear- 
enormous crops. The oldest trees in 
California are still bearing, but deduct- 
ions from the short history already 
made, show that the tree is in its prime 
from its twenty-fifth to its thirtieth 
year. Fifteen hundred pounds of nuts 
to the acre is a good average yield, 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
weight from one tree. 

The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks. ‘The nuts begin to fall with 
the leaves, and the

alone Under normal 
conditions they drop free from the out- 
er husk, or hull through its irregular 
bursting, and getting the puts picked 
up is a simple matter. Sometimes the 
trees are well irrigated just before har- 
vest time to insure the clean dropping 
of the nuts. 

Boys and girls, men and women, Jap- 
anese and Chinese, are all pressed into 
service, and on hands and knees the 
great orchards are gone over, uot once, 
but several times, on account of the 
irregular ripening of the nuts. The 
trees are occasionally shaken during the 
season to loosen the nuts, and before 
the last gleaning they are ‘‘poled’’ to 
start the very tardy ones. This is done 
by long, coarse, bamboo poles, whose 
light weight makes them easily handled. 

In certain rural districts the public 
schools close regularly for a ‘‘ walnut 
vacation.’’ The help of the children 
is needed, and the children are nothing 
loth to replenish their diminished 
purses, Tails, cans and guonysacks are 
scattered among the pickers, and when 
the bags are full they are carried to the 
drying grounds, where they are spread 
out on slat trays to dry. — The Review

—It is to be a great year for apples, 
according to all reports. Last year’s 
yield was under the average, but of 250 
separate returns to the Boston chamber 
of commerce, 128 report an over-average, 
109 an average, and only 13 an under- 
ayerage. Canada and New England 
will have a heavier yield than last year, 
and western New York will have a 
much heavier yield. Reports from Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Arkansas, etc., indi- 
cate prevalence of enormous yields 
wherever tbe trees have been cared for 
and sprayed—and fruit-growers are now 
giving increasing attention to such 
methods for protecting the trees against 
blight and insects. It is also said that 
Great Britain and France will bave a 
large crop. This will not be helpful to 
the export trade in apples, which has 
become quite an item in our exterior 
commerce. The apple is the most valu- 
able of all our fruits, and a season of 
plenty will please everybody.—Milford 
Gazette.

—Recent investigations by life iosur- 
ance experts in Great Britain and the

Story of a Famous Poem. 


One of the most celebrated of eigh- 
teenth century poems,Gray’s ‘‘Elegy,’’ 
made its first public appearance in the 
shape of a hurriedly printed pamplet, 
which was sold for sixpence. This 
publication was the result of a curious 
race for priority. Gray completed the 
poem some time in 1750, but had no 
immediate intention of publishing it. 
A copy, however, found its way into 
the bands of a Mr. Owen, the publisher 
and proprietor of the Magazine of Mag- 
azines, a recently established periodical 
and he wrote to the poet stating his in- 
tention of printing it in his magazine, 
and asking his co-operation. The pro- 
posal was not agreeable to Gray, but, 
seeing that publication was inevitable, 
he wrote at ouce to Horace Walpole 
explainiog the circumstances and asking 
him to get Dodsley to print it immedi- 
ately, but without the author's name. 
Walpole banded the poem to Dodsley on 
Feb. 12, 1751, and at Cambridge, so 
that it was probably published in Lon- 
don on the 18th or 19th. The Magazine 
of Magazines for Feburary, according 
to the then custom, was published to- 
ward the end of the month, and may 
have come out on the same day. The 
tival editions must bave appeared, it 
is pretty safe to say, withinafew hours 
of each other. The action of the mag- 
azine editor was hardly justifiable but 
it laid the reading world under a debt 
of obligation by forcing the poem into 
print. Several original copies of the 
‘*Elegy’’ in the poet’s writing are in 
existence. One, which was sold for 
$1,150 at Sotheby’s in 1875, was espec- 
jally interesting from the number of 
corrections and erasures made by the 
author's hand. In this manuscript 
Gray had substituted ‘‘Cromwell’’ and 
‘Milton’? for ‘Ceasar’? and ‘‘Tully’’ 
as he had originally written. His 
friend Mason is said to bave suggested 
this alteration as well as the title of 
the poem, which Gray at first simply 
called ‘‘Stanzas.’'—Gulden Penny. 


Successful Army Manoeuvres. 


The recent army manoeuvers at Camp 
Atuscadero, California, are of Vast sig- 
nificance to the entirenation. Noother 
evcampment provided for by the army 
reorganization bill has resulted more 
successfully. lt was mimic war, with 
regulars and militia fighting side by 
side. Major-General Arthur MacArthur, 
commanding the Department of Cali- 
fornia, says: ‘‘The camp was a suc- 
cess in every way.’’ The benefits of 
such experience canaot be over estima- 
ted. The Henry ranch of 22,000 acres 
of wooded hill and plain proved admir- 
ably suited for the purpose, In this 
great state that fronts the Orient is a 
wonderful training ground for American 
soldiers, and Congress wisely contem- 
plates making thisa permanent army 
camp for annual manoeuvers. Sunset 
magasine for October prints a series of 
articles by regular army officers and 
atbers engaged in the recent events, 
and here are presented a large number 
of illustrations from photographs taken 
on the field especially for Sunset.

Ten Acres of Fun. 


High-class summer amusements at 
popular prices at a place where no man 
will be ashamed to take his family for 
an evening’s outing, the enterprise 
backed by men with plenty of capital, 
is what New Englanders may look for- 
ward to next season if the plana of 
George A. Dodge, the well known 
manager of summer amusements, are 
carried out. 

The site which has been secured at 
Nantasket beach is along the boulevard 
and covers about 10 acres of ground, on 
which 50 buildings will be erected. It 
is said that the total investment will 
reach nearly $250,000, enough in itself 
to bespeak the confidence of the pro- 
moter in Boston's capacity for appreci- 
ating high-class amusements. 

The work of grading and building 
has already been started, so that the 
buildings can be fully completed in the 
early spring. On May 30, 1905, it is 
proposed to open the ‘‘big show’’ to 
the public. 

Nothing but refined shows will be 
permitted; the rough and tough 
element will be excluded; no intoxicat- 
ed person will be permitted on the 
grounds; a guard of special police will 
keep order, Nearly 1,000 persons will 
be employed when the amusements are 
in full swing. 

One of the principal features of the 
proposed new enterprise will be a grand 
electrical display. At night it will 
present a scene of fairyland. All the 
buildings, bandstand, a tower reaching 
over 150 feet into the air, and structures 
in general will be pure white and illu- 
minated with more than 50,000 electric 
lights. 

Speaking of the proposed park, Mr. 
Dodge said: ‘*We have selected a most 
valuable site and the work has already 
been started. Bostonians need not visit 
New York in the future in search of 
20th century exhibitions, for we intend 
to build the grandest amusement park 
at Nantasket Beach that money and 
brains can create," 


A Shrewd Deal.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Oct. 22, 1904. 

The President has made good his 
promise to the delegates of the I[nter- 
parliamentary Union and at yesterday's 
cabinet meeting he approved the 
formal invitation to be extended to the 
nations, to reassemble in a peace con- 
ference at the Hague. As already in- 
timated in these letters, negotiations 
have been in progress ever since the 
promise made at the White House, 
September 24. The Netherlands have 
been consulted regarding their con- 
venience to have the conference as- 
sembled at the Hague, and now the 
formal invitation, together with a 
tentative programme of the subjects to 
be considered, is being forwarded to 
the ambassadors and ministers of the 
United States, while the hope is ex- 
pressed that they will be favorably re- 
ceived, a hope doubtlessly based on 
entirely reasonable grounds. 

Invitations to the peace conference 
will necessarily be extended only to 
those powers which participated in the 
conference of 1890, but when it takes 
place the United States will again press 
the suggestion that other American 
nations be invited to participate. 
While numerous propositions were lsft, 
at the last conference, to become the 
subject of the next meeting, the chief 
proposition incorporated in the pro- 
gramme now being sent to the powers 
is that endorsed by joint resolation at 
the last session of Congress requesting 
the President to take such steps as 
practicable for the protection, in time 
of war, of neutral goods, not contra- 
band of war, whether found in neutral 
or belligerent bottoms (ships.) An- 
other subject which will receive con- 
sideration, and probably favorable 
action, will be the extension of the 
agreement not to use, in warfare, the 
process of sending explosives, by means 
of balloons or airships, into the 
enemies’ forts or territory. A five year 
agreement to this effect expired last 


July. 
ln many quarters the belief has been 


expressed that no action looking to a 
peace conference could be taken until 
the cessation of hostilities in Manchuria, 
but President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hay think otherwise and the powers 
are invited to assemble, as soon as 
possible. What the effect of an as- 
semblage of all the great powers in 
conference, having for its object the 
promotion of international peace, will 
be on the Asiatic belligerents, already 
nearly exhausted with the burden of 
their strife, must be left to the imagin- 
ation of the reader. What effect it will 
have must be apparent. 

An erroneous impression seems to 
have been formed regarding the new 
Chinese treaty which, as has been an- 
nounced in this correspondence, is now 
in process of negotiation. While de- 
tails of the new treaty cannot be made 
public it can be stated on the highest 
authority that there is no truth in the 
report that the new convention will be 
any less firm in its provisions for 
Chinese exclusion than the agreement 
now in force. In fact, the new treaty, 
by reorganizing the agreement on 
which present regulations are based, 
will enable Congress to reenact the 
present law in more intelligent form 
and it is confidently expected that once 
the new convention is ratified, Chinese 
exclusion will ,prove more effective than 
ever before, although the provisions for 
extension of the trade of the United 
States in China will have been im- 
proved. 

A letter written by President Roose- 
velt to a prominent journalist bas re- 
cently been made public, in which, 
under date of October 10, 1903, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said: ‘‘ Privately, I 
freely say to you that I should be de- 
lighted if Panama were an independent 
State, or if it made itself so at this 
moment; but for me to say so publicly 
would amount to the instigation of a 
revolt and therefore I cannot say it,"’ 
To students of the history of Panama 
the fact that the President shared the 
sentiments of most of the people in 
this coontry will occasion no surprise. 
It shuuld be remembered that when 
in 1863 Panama entered into the con- 
federacy, then known as New Grenada, 
subsequently the United States of 
Colombia, it was not asa State in a 
union but as a member of a confederacy 
of Sovereign States. She had her own 
legislature, made her own laws, as- 
sessed her own taxes; in a word, en- 
joyed the fullest home rule. Certain 
powers she and her sister States dele- 
gated to the central government, but 
they retained the right to overthrow 
any act of Congress by a two-thirds 
vote of the States. Thus she continued 
until 1885 when President Nuuez 
violently overthrew the constitution 
and, without any participation on the 
part of Panama, adopted a new consti- 
tution, making himself practically a 
dictator, and depriving Panama of all 
her rights and converted her into a 
mere vassal province of the Bogota 
government, situated 800 miles away. 
From that day until the successful 
revolution of November 3, 1903 Panama 
was in almost constant state of 
ineffectual revolt. Coolmbia received 
$15,000,000 from the French for the 
canal franchise, but Panama never re- 
ceived a penny. Colombia even bor- 
rowed $2,000,000 from Panama and then 
repudiated the debt. These are the 
reasons why President Roosevelt and 
other Americans rejoiced to see the 
Panama revolution an accomplished 
fact, quite apart from her success bav- 
ing made possible the construction of 
the great interoceanic canal. 

With a view to cleariog away all 
friction between the United States 
and Pavama, the President has directed 
the Secretary of War to proceed to the 
isthmus as soon as possible, there to 
confer with the President and other 
officials of the new republic and to giv 
them every assurance that this country 
contemplates no act which cae result in 
injury to Panama and that, not only 
will the United States confine its exer- 
cise of sovereignty over the canal strip 
to the rights conveyed by the Panama 
treaty but it will go farther and act 
with the utmost consideration of 
Panama and her welfare in every step 
which it seems advisable to take. It ig 


probable that Secretary Taft will sail 

for the isthmus about November 14, 

and will remain there about two weeks.

The lowest 
bidders were Jones & Meehan, their 
figures being $82,858.

the one hundred and fortieth anniver- 
sary of the marriage of Jobn and 
Abigail Adams, 

It was also to make known the fact 
that the resicence of President and Mrs. 
John Adams (the birthplace of Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams) would here- 
after be opened to the public. The 
Historical society which bas recently 
been reorganized has engaged James 
Rideout as care taker, who will show 
visitors about the house upon request. 

Those present of the Acams family 
were: Hon. and Mrs. Charles Francis 
Adams, their two daughters, Mrs. 
Mary Adams Abbott, Mrs. Louise 
Catherine Adams Perkins; Mrs. John 
Quincy Adams and daugbter, Miss 
Abigail Adams; Mr. and Mrs. Brocks 
Adams; Mrs. Mary Adams Quincy and 
two daugliters, Miss Dorothy Quincy 
aud Miss Elinor Quincy. 

Letters of regret from Charles W. Eliot 
president of Harvard University; Prof. 
J.B. Sewall, formerly master of Thayer 
Academy ; Seth Mann, Jr., of Randolph 
Prof A. B. Hart of the History Depart- 
ment of Harvard, Rev. Daniel Munro 
Wilson, Col. Thomas Wentworth Hig- 
ginson of Cambridge, James P. Baxter 
of Portland, Me., and many others. 

Cheerful log fires blazed io all the 
open fireplaces Tuesday and the visitors 
wandered through the various rooms 
examining the interesting articles of 
antiquity which were explained by the 
members of the board of curators. 
The closets were full of rare old china 
and pewter and were greatly admired. 

On the walls of what was the parlor 
were three handsome and rare old 
pictures that were brought out frum 
Boston for the day. These were pastels 
of Jobn and Abigail Adams, and an oil 
painting by John Quincy Adams by 
Copley. Beneath the portrait of Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams was a beauti- 
ful wreath of green. 

There were also on the walls 
different rooms 


of the 
quotations from the 
letters of Abigail Adams which reveal 
her character. One of these which will 
serve as anu example was from a letter 
written April 11, 1776, which read ‘‘I 
hope in time, to have the reputation of 
being as good a farmeress as my partner 
has of being a good statesman,’’ 

The guests of the afternoon began to 
arrive early, aod shortly after 3 o'clock 
they gathered in the yard. President 
Brooks Adams, Esq., the president of 
the society and the great grandson of 
President John Adams, spoke brietly, 
expressing his great pleasure at seeing 
them all. To him the house and the 
day are interesting, more than any day. 
It was seldom that two people whose 
names have survived centuries are so 
well remembered. Here it was she 
wrote those letters. I have come to 
consider the day as devoted particularly 
to her. He then introduced his brother 
Charles Francis Adams. 

Mr. Adams gave a brief historical 
sketch of two old houses. He said he 
was 13 when his grandfather died. He 
had lived with him for five or six years. 
He died in 1848. My recollections of 
this neighborhood goes back to sixty 
years. That house the John Adams 
birthplace, is the oldest. This is the 
more interesting however. 

When John Adams married there was 
a question whether he would marry one 
of the Quincy family or Nabby Smith as 
she was called. Immediately after this 
marriage he came to Quincy to live. 

He then referred to the finding of the 


grave of Jobn Quincy in the old burying 
BrvuLd upun whieh ho intouded tv crest 


amemorial. He died as John Quincy 
Adams was born. He was named for 
his great grandfather who was then 
passing away. 

They remained here until 1783 when 
peace was declared. It was here that 
Jobn Adams drafted the constitution of 
Massachusetts which was subsequently 
adopted. Soon after they went to Eu- 
rope and they never returned to this 
house to live. When they returned to 
Quincy it was to the Vassel house, but 
it was so different from what she had 
expected and the contrast was so great 
from what she had in Eurupe that she 
sat down and cried, 

Thomas Boylston Adams lived in the 
John Adams birthplace until 1817 and 
it was here that Isaac Hull Adams 
was born. He was named for the 
Commander of the frigate Constitution. 

The speaker visited Elizabeth Adams 
on ber death bed less than two years 
ago. She was then 93. She barely 
knew him but while he was present 
she kept repeating these words: 

‘*Thank God for Hull's victory.” 
Her mind had gone back to those 
stirring times, 

After the death of John Adams the 
house was occupied by various tenants, 
The house gradually fell into disuse 
until be almost wished a conflagration 
would solve the problem of what to do 
with the bouses.. 

Then W. G. Spear of the Historical 
society took an interest in one house 
and it was putin repair. Mrs. Titus 
also conceived the idea of baving the 
otber house for the Daughters of the 
Revolution. 

Now the two houses are devoted to 
the exact purposes for which I hope 
they will ever continue to be, as they 
are perfect specimens of old New Eng- 
land homes. F 

The time will come when there will 
be pilgrimages to Boston, as there now 
are to Europe to see these objects of 
interest. As far as his family were 
concerned he would as soon think of 
alienating an own child as selling the 
property for commercial purposes at any 
price. 

The guests were then invited to visit 
the John Adams birthplace and partake 
of tea. 

It was most fitting on this, the day 
of the anniversary of the marriage of 
John and Abigail Adams that two of 
their great great grand-daughters should 
preside at the refreshment table; Miss 
Abigail Adams pouring tea and Miss 
Dorothy Quincy, coffee. Members of 
the Historical society assisted in serv- 
ing among them being Mrs. Brooks 
Adams, Mrs. George W. Morton, Mrs. 
William G. A. Pattee, Miss Ellen Fot- 
ter, Mrs. William E. Alden, Mrs. Otho 
Hayward, Mrs. Theodore Hardwick, 
Miss Putnam, and others.

William A. Hodges, son of Dr. Jerry 
and Mary (Tucker) Hodges, was the 
tenth in a family of eleven children, 
and born at Petersham, Mass., May 15, 
1834. His youth until fourteen, was 
passed with his parents, with the 
common-school advantages. In Febru- 
ary 1848, he commenced life for bim- 
self, going first to Boston, and after- 
wards to Milton, where be served an 
apprenticeship of three years as a 
baker, a trade that he followed until a 
few years ago. After his apprentice- 
ship he worked as journeyman at Mil- 
ton, Roxbury and elsewhere until 1858. 
In that year he went to California, 
where he remained two years, engaged 
in mining and baking. Returning to 
Massachusetts he again engaged witb 
his former ewployers at Roxbury, con- 
tinuing with them until 1862, when he 
took a trip to the West in search of a 
location whereia to establish himself. 
He remained in McGregor, Iowa, tive 
months, then returned to Roxbury and 
his former employers. 

In May, 1866, he came to Quincy and 
purchased an interest in the business of 
a baker on Hancotk street. After eight- 
een months he became sole proprietor, 
and by energy, attention to business, and 
care in producing good articles he much 
increased it, enlarged the buildings and 


capacity of production, and made 
money. 
As a citizen, Mr. Hodges was 


enterprising and public-spirited; as a 
friend, strong, warm and faithful; as a 
man he was held in the highest esteem. 
Believiog in the principles of bis 
fathers, which were given by Thomas 
Jefferson and enunciated in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, Mr. Hodges 
was a Democrat of the most unswerving 
order. His devotion to principle, 
coupled with his persoual popularity, 
brought him into prominence in local 
politics. In every year from 1872 to 
1895 he has been nominated for some 
official position, and bas nearly always 
obtained an election. 

In 1872 he was elected selectman of 
Quincy. In 1873 he was chairman of 
the board. In 1874 again elected select- 
man (without opposition). He resigned 
this office six weeks after his election 
with the full determination of devoting 
himself entirely to business, but in the 
fall (1874), he was placed in nomination 
by the Democrats to represent Quincy 
in the State Legislature, and 
elected. The next spring (1875) 
was elected selectman, 

In 1876 he was ‘‘alternate’’ to the 
Democratic National Convention at St. 
Louis which nominated Tilden for 
President. In the fall of 1876 he was 
nominated by the Democratic Sena- 
torial Convention of the First Norfolk 
District as its candidate for senator, 
and was the first candidate placed in 
the field after the State was redis- 
tricted. The district was so strongly 
Republican that the nomination was 
merely complimentary, no Democrat 
having a possible chance of an election. 
In 1877 he was elected selectman by a 
very large majority, and became chair- 
man. In 1878 he was again elected 
selectman, and was chairman, 

The death of Mr. Barker, senator 
elect, caused a new election for senator. 
10 this contest Mr. Hotiges was the 
Democratic nominee, and, was elected 
(April 1878) to fill the vacancy. 

In 1879 he was not in candidacy for 
selectman, but in the fall of that year 
was nominated by the Democrats of the 
Second District as their candidate for 
councillor, This was also a compli- 
mentary nomination. 

In the spring of 1880 he was again 
elected selectman and chairman. Io 
the fall of 1880 he received the compli- 
mentary nomination of county commis- 
sioner from his party. In the spring of 
1881 he was again re-elected selectman, 
and was chairman. 

In the fall of 1881 the Democratic 
State Conventlon made him its candi- 
date for State Treasurer. In 1882 he 
was again nominated for State ‘I'reasurer. 
In 1883, under the bright outlook for 
Democracy, Democratic political man- 
agers were looking fora man strong 
enough by force of character, experience 
in office, and personal popularity to 
make a successful campaign in this 
senatorial district, and Mr. Hodges 
was the one declared to be the most 
advisable to select, and he was placed 
in nomination by the Senatorial Con- 
vention and elected. 

In 1886, 1887 and Mr. Hodges 
was again chosen selectman and served 
each year as chairman. 

Mr. Hodges was the first Democratic 
candidate fur Mayor, but was defeated 
in 1888 and again in 1889 by Hon. 
Charles H. Porter. Again in 1892 he 
lost to Hon. Henry O. Fairbanks. In 
1893 he was wore successful, being 
elected by 361 majerity. He was re- 
elected in 1894. In 1898 he tried again 
for Mayor but was defeated by Hon. 
Russell A. Sears, {In 1899 under 
Mayor Keith, Mr. Hodges was the 
Principal Assessor. 

Mr. Hodges was married Sept. 15, 
1868, to Miss Aunie M. Wilson, daugh- 
ter of the late George F. and Mrs. 
Maria (Stetson) Wilson of Quincy. 
He leaves a widow, three sons and a 
daughter. The sonsare Francis Mason, 
Edward Tisdale Quincy ,and Willard; 
the daughter, Mrs. Mabel Stetson Hunt, 
wife of Dr. Alvin A. Hunt of Hartford, 
Conn., who have one son named for 
Mr. Hodges.

The announcement of the name of 
Mr. Thompson brought out a round of 
applause. He was called to the plat- 
form by the chairman to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Thompson said that he was very 
much pleased tu see so large a gather- 
ing, as it indicated that interest had 
not abated in political affairs. To bea 
candidate for any office and to have the 
endorsement of fellow citizens was an 
honor. This was a matter that had 
been presented to him since early in the 
year by gentlemen from the various 
sections of the city. I said that I did 
not want my name mentioned prema- 
turely. I have said if there was a 
public sentiment for me, well and good. 
If not, well and good. Whoever the 
Republicans nominate I will support. 
I have not sought the office, but if this 
meeting endorses me I will take the 
necessary steps tomorrow to take nomi- 
nation papers. 

What has been said about my being a 
City Hall candidate, was malice a fore- 
thought. He bad not had any cunver- 
sation with any single head of depart- 
ment in City Hall to the effect, and 
they bave said nothing to me. No 
pledges and no promises bave been 
made. They are free agents. I ask 
nothing other than what I accord them, 
that is, American freedom to do as 
they think best.

I stand in a position not enthusi- 
astic for it, but I will not retreat. 

John L. Miller said that he had gone 
so far as to say be would vote against 
Mr. Thompson.

School Committee Meeting. 


Messrs. Porter, Hallowell, Miller, 
Burke, Churchill and Record were pres- 
ent at ‘Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
School Committee. 

It was voted to close the schools 
Friday, Nov. 4, that the teachers may 
attend the Norfolk County teachers’ con- 
vention, 

Considerable informal discussion fol- 
lowed about the boulevard taking so 
much of the Willard school lot. No one 
seemed to know when the property was 
taken or what compensation was re- 
for it. It was decided to look 
up the matter, 

Voted to expend the interest of the 
Rock Island fund in reference books for 
the High school.

The chairman reported the action of 
the City Council on the appropriation 
for evening schools, and it 
send the following letter and 
gatories to the City solicitor: 
Paul R. Blackmur, Esq., City Solicitor, 

Quincy. 

Dear Sir: Section 11, Chapter 42 of 
the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, 
1902, provides that 

Any may, and every city or 
town of ten thousand or more inhabi- 
tants shall, maintain annually evening 
schools for the instruction of persons over 
fourteen years of age in orthography, 
reading, writing, the English language 
and grammar, geography, arithmetic, 
industrial drawing, both free hand and 
mechanical, the history of the United 
States, physiology and hygiene, and 
good behavior, Such other subjects 
may be taught in such schools as the 
school committee consider expedient. 

The City Charter in section 48 pro- 
vides that; 

**No expenditure shall be made, nor 
liability incurred, by or in behalf of 
the city, until an appropriation has 
been duly voted by the City Council 
sufficient to meet such expenditures or 
liability together with all prior unpaid 
liabilities which are payable out of 
such appropriation.”’ 

The school Committee has not at its 
disposal any funds except such amounts 
as are necessary to meet obligations or 
contracts already entered into. 

This financial statement was made to 
the City Council with the request that 
an appropriation for evening Schools be 
made at once. No additional appro- 
priation has been granted. 

In view of the apparent conflict of 
authorities, we respectfully ask your 
legal opinion in the matter, and request 
an early reply to the following inter- 
rogatories. 

1—Must the School Committee main- 
tain Evening Schools during or within 
the year 1904? If it must, what are the 
legal rights of the School Committee to 
incur indebtedness for this purpose in 
view of the failure of the proper author- 
ities to furnish funds for this purpose 
after formal request, and in view of 
section 48 of the City Charter. 

2—If Section 11, chapter 42, must be 
complied with by the School Committee, 
and the latter has no legal right to in- 
cur indebtedness for this purpose, in 
what way shall the expenses of the 
Evening Schools be legally met, since 
all funds at its disposal are required to 
meet existing contracts, and since the 
proper authorities after formal notice, 
have failed to provide the funds neces- 
sary to maintain the Evening Schools 
for the year 1904.

Last Tuesday was the 140th anniver- 
sary of the marriage, and the date was 
well observed by the Quincy Historical 
society at the birthplaces of the Presi- 
dents, two old houses on 
street which have been preserved as 
originally. The northerly house in 
which John Adams was bornis now the 
headquarters of Adams chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution, while the 
southerly house in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Jobo Adams lived later, and where 
President John Quincy Adams was 
born, is the headquarters of the 
Historical society. In both are many 
relics aud the public may visit the 
houses at any time. 

The following brief sketch of the life 
of Abigail Adams, is taken from the 
memoir by her grandson, Charles 
Francis Adams, which prefaces the 
published volume of her letters. 

There were few persons of her day 
and generation who derived their origin, 
or imbibed their character, more ex-

Massachusetts Puritan settlers 
Abigail Smith. 

Her father, the Rev. William Smitb, 
was the settled minister of the Con- 
gregational church at Weymouth, for 
more than forty years, and until his 
death. Her mother, Elizabeth Quincy, 
was the granddaughter of the Rey. 
John Norton, long the pastor of a 
church of the same denomination in 
the neighboring town of Hingham, and 
the nephew of John Norton, well known 
in the annals of the colony. 

Her maternal grandfather, Jobn 
Quincy, was the grandson of Thomas 
Shepard, minister of Charlestown, dis- 
tinguished in bis day, and the son of 
the more distingished Thomas Shepard 
of Cambridge, whose name still lives 
in one of the churches of that town. 

Abigail Adams was the second of 
three daughters. She was born in Wey- 
month on the llth of November, 1744, 
O. S. In her neighborhood there were 
not many advantages of instruction to 
be found; and even in Boston,

She did not enjoy an opportunity to 
acquire even such as there might have 
been, for the delicate state of her health 
forbade the idea of sending her away 
fram home to ohtain them. In a letter 
written in IS817, the year before her 
death, speaking of her own deficieaces, 
says: ‘*My early educition did not 
partake of the abundant opportunities 
the offer, and 
which even ourcommon country schools 
afford. I never was sent to any school, 
I was always sick. Female education, 
in the best families, went no further 
than writing and arithmetic, in some 
few and rare instances, music and 
dancing.”* 

The fact that she never went to any 
school, is a very important one to a 
proper estimate of her character.

At the house of Colonel Joho Quincy 
at Mt. Wollaston, and under the instruc- 
tion of his wife, ber grandmother, 
she appears to bave imbibed most of 
the lessons which made the deepest 
impression upon her mind, 


She was married on the 25th of 
October, 1764. The ten years immedi- 
ately following appears to bave been a 
quiet and very bappy life, having her 
residence at Braintree or Briton. 
Within this period she became the 
mother of a daughter and three sons. 


In June, 1784, sbe sailed from Boston 
in a merchant vessel bound for London, 
to join her husband. From a life of 
the utmost retirement, in a small and 
quiet country town of New England, 
she was at once transferred to the busy 
and bustling scenes of the populous and 
wealthy cities of Europe. She was the 
first representative of her sex from the 
United States at the Court of Great 
Britian. The return to the United 
States was simultaneous with the adop- 
tion of the present Constitution. At 
the time of her husband's election to 
the Presidency, her health which had 
never been very firm began decidedly to 
fail. Her residence in Philadelphia 
had subjected her to an attack of an 
intermittent fever from the effects of 
which she was never afterwards per- 
fectly free. 

From the year 1801 down to the day 
of her death, which bappened on the 
28th of October, 1818, she remained 
uniuterruptedly at her home in Quincy. 
Her old age was not one of grief and 
repining, of clouds and darkness. Her 
cheerfulness continued, with the full 
possession of her faculties, to the last; 
and her sunny spirit enlivened the small 
social circle around her, brightened the 
solitary hours of her husband, and 
spread the influence of its example over 
the town where she lived. 

The obsequies of Mrs. Adams were 
attended by a great concourse of people, 


| who voluntarily came to pay this last 


tribute to her memory. The sermon 
was preached by Rev. Dr. Kirkland, 
then president of Harvard University, 
which closed with a delicate and 
affecting testimony of her worth.

Presijent Rice said the meeting was 
called to provide the machinery to go 
through the work this year.

While they were out Frank E. Parlin 
superintendent of schools, was called 
upon. Mr. Parlin said this was the 
first meeting of the kind he bad attend- 
ed. He regarded the Hospital as one 
of the best forms of benevolence the 
city had. One that should appeal ts 
every citizen, As the good work be- 
comes more generally knowao the cun- 
tributions will be larger and easier to 
collect. It had his -hearty support io 
thought and effort. 

President Kice believed the -peopls 
would take care of the Hospital. What 
we need is a duplicate of such work as 
Mr. Parlin can give us. When the 
needs are brought home to the people, 
as he could bring them, we shall get 
abuodant funds. He hoped the eadow- 
ment fund would increase so that the 
house-to-house collections would be 
unnecessary. He believed it better that 
the money needed come from the 
general public than from one individual. 

Treasurer Chase said we have a right 
to expect things will eventually ruo 
more easily, There seems to be some- 
thing of an indifferent growth. There 
are important matters in this work that 
are neglected unless the people are 
aroused.

Delicious Cabbage. Take a medium- 
sized bead of cabbage and cut it the 
same as for cold slaw, and place it in 
a stewpan with boing water enough 
to cover it; add a teaspoonful of salt 
and boil half an hour; then drain off 
the water and add one-half cupful of 
good vinegar and a tablespoonful of 
sugar; then set it on the back part of 
the range, to keep hot until the dinner 
is served. Just before sending it to 
the table add half a cupful of rich 
cream. 


Ham Salad. For bam salad, cold- 
boiled or baked, smoked bam is the 
best, althongh unsmoked may be used. 
Mix together and put into a fine 
dredger, a small quantity each of celery 
salt, cayenne and black pepper, white 
sugar and allspice. Shave the lean of 
the ham and squeeze lemon juice over 
the pieces, then lightly dredge them 
with the above mixture. Shave up 
some white onions and celery and put 
them in the salad bowl with a few 
white lettuce bearts. Add the bam 
next, then pour several spoonfuls of oil 
over all aod a dash of vinegar. Serve 
quickly. 


Soowballs. Pour two cups boiling 
water on one cup well-washed rice, 
add one-half teaspoon salt, and cook io 
a donble boiler thirty minutes, or 
until soft. Wring small pudding cloths 
(one-third yard square) out of hot 
water, and lay them over a small bowl 
(half-pint size.) Spread the rice one- 
third inch thick over the cloth. Put 
into the center a small apple, pared 
and cored, or about one-third of a 
banan\, Draw the cloth around till the 
fruit is covered smoothly with the rice 
and the shape is uniformly round. Tie 
tightly and drop them into boiling 
water. Cook ten minutes for bananas 
or any canned fruit, and thirty for 
apples. Remove the cloth, and serve 
with lemon sauce.

‘““Be sure you are right, then go 
abead.”’ He is one who would always 
rather be right than President. Hence 
he is and will be both. There is not a 
manly man North or South, who does 
not feel the red blood in his veins beat 
in sympathy with the man who dares 
be right, regardless of the consequences.

Adams, one realizes what it meant to! 
make frequent trips to New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington, and to 
Europe by sailing vessels. 

Last Tuesday was the 140th anniver- 
sary of the marriage, and the date was 
well observed by the Quincy Historical 
society at the birthplaces of the Presi- | 
dents, two old houses on Franklin} 
street which have been preserved as 
originally. The northerly house in 
which Joho Adams was born is now the 
headquarters of Adams chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the Kevolution, while the 
southerly house in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Jobo Adams lived later, and where 
President John Quincy Adams was 
born, is the beadquarters of the 
Tlistorical society. In both are many 
relics aud the public may visit the 
houses at any time. 

The following brief sketch of the life 
of Abigail Adams, is taken from the 
memoir by her grandson, Charles 
Francis Adame, which prefaces the 
publisbed volume of ber letters. 

There were few persons of her day 
and generation who derived their origin, 
or imbibed their character, more ex- 
clusively from the genuine stock of the 
Massachusetts Puritan settlers than 
Abigail Smith. 

Her father, the Rey. William Smitb, 
was the settled minister of the Con- 
gregational church at Weymouth, for 
more than forty years, and until his 
death. Her mother, Elizabeth Quincy, 
was the granddaughter of the Rey. 
John Norton, long the pastor of a 
church of the same denomination in 
the neighboring town of Hingham, and 
the nephew of John Norton, well known 
in the annals of the colony. 

Her maternal grandfather, Jobn 
Quincy, was the grandson of Thomas 
Shepard, minister of Charlestown, dis- 
tinguished in bis day, and the son of 
the more distingished Thomas Shepard 
of Cambridge, whose name still lives 
in one of the churches of that town. 

Abigail Adams was the second of 
three daughters. She was born in Wey- 
month on the 11th of November, 1744, 
O. S. In her neighborhood there were 
not many advantages of instruction to 
be found; and even in Boston, the 
small metropolis, nearest at hand, the 
list of accomplishments within the

reach of females was probably very 
short. 

She did not enjoy an opportunity to 
acquire even such as there might have 
been, for the delicate state of her health 
forbade the idea of sending her away 
fram home te ohtain them Tu a letter 
written in 1817, the year before her 
death, speaking of her own deficiences, 
says: ‘‘My early educition did not 
partake of the abundant opportunities 
the offer, and 
which even our common country schools 
afford. 
I was always sick. 
in the best families, went no further 
than writing and arithmetic, in some 
few and rare instances, music and 
dancing.” 

The fact that she never went to any 
school, is a very important one to a 
proper estimate of her character.

She was married the 25th of 
October, 1764. The ten years immedi- 
ately following appears to bave been a 
quiet and very bappy life, having her 
resideoce at Braintree Beston, 
Within this period she became the 
mother of a daughter and three sons.

In June, 1784, sbe sailed from Boston 
in a merchant vessel bound for London, 
to join her busband. From a life of 
the utmost retirement, in a small and 
quiet country town of New England, 
she was at once transferred to the busy 
and bustling scenes of the populous and 
wealthy cities of Europe. She was the 
first representative of her sex from the 
United States at the Court of Great 
Britian. The return to the United 
States was simultaneous with the adop- 
tion of the present Constitution. At 
the time of her husband's election to 
the Presidency, her health which had 
never been very firm began decidedly to 
fail. Her residence in Philadelphia 
had subjected her to an attack of an 
intermittent fever from the effects of 
which she was never afterwards per- 
fectly free. 

From the year 1801 down to the day 
of her death, which happened on the 
28th of October, 1818, she remained 
uniuterruptedly at her home in Quincy. 
Her old age was not one of grief and 
repining, of clouds and darkness. Her 
cheerfulness continued, with the full 
possession of her faculties, to the last; 
and her sunny spirit enlivened the small 
social circle around her, brightened the 
solitary hours of ber husband, and 
spread the influence of its example over 
the town where she lived. 

The obsequies of Mrs. Adams were 
attended by a great concourse of people, 
who voluntarily came to pay this last 
tribute to her memory. The sermon 
was preached by Rev. Dr. Kirkland, 
then president of Harvard University, 
which closed with a delicate and 
affecting testimony of her worth.

Hospital Meeting. 


The inclement weather prevented as 
large an attendance as usual at the 
meeting in Colonial hall to arrange for 
the annual Hospital week collections. 

President William B. Rice presided, 
and after the records of previous meet- 
ings had teen read, R. D. Chase the 
treasurer gave & brief outline of the 
financial standing of the corporation. 

The income for the year would be 
about $10,000. The expenditures have 
usually been something like $12,000 but 
they would be a little larger this year. 
Up to Oct. 1, $9,000 had been expend- 
ed, and as there was $1500 in unpaid 
bills he thought the expenditures of the 
year would amount to about $13,500 so 
that it would be necessary to raise $3,- 
200 more. 

Presijent Rice said the meeting was 
called to provide the machinery to go 
through the work this year. It ought 
to be easier this year, as the names of 
all those who had contributed last year 
had been reserved. If $3,200 was 
collected, the $1,900 raised by the 
ladies could be used to reduce the 
indebtedness. 

Dr. Gordon thought the custom of 
collections of the past few years a good 
one. We have had more patients this 
year than last but not so many paying 
ones, 

Upon motion, James F. Burke was 
elected a chairman of the general com- 
mittee on collections, 

Mr. Burke with Fred B. Rice and N. 
G. Nickerson were appointed a com- 
mittee to retire and bring in a list of 
chairmen from the several wards. 

While they were out Frank E. Parlio 
superintendent of schools, was called 
upon. Mr. Parlin said this was the 
first meeting of the kind he had attend- 
ed. He regarded the Hospital as one 
of the best forms of benevolence the 
city had. »One that should appeal te 
every citizen, As the good work be- 
comes more generally knowao the cun- 
tributions will be larger and easier to 
collect. It had his -hearty support in 
thought and effort. 

President Kice believed the -peopls 
would take care of the Hospital. What 
we need is a duplicate of such work as 
Mr. Parlin can give us. When the 
needs are brought home to the people, 
as he could bring them, we shall get 
abundant funds. He hoped the endow- 
ment fund would increase so that the 
house-to-house collections would be 
unnecessary. He believed it better that 
the money needed come from the 
general public than from one individual. 

Treasurer Chase said we have a right 
to expect things will eventually ruo 
more easily. There seems to be some- 
thing of an indifferent growth. There 
are important matters in this work that 
are neglected unless the people are 


aroused. It is usually overcome by 
agitation. The every day work of the 
hospital is not brought before the 
people. A more frequent and briefer 


report would be better. It would seem 
strange if 5,000 voters could not provide 
$5,000. Possibly some other method 
than the present might be better.

Bousehold Receipts. 


Stuffed Smelts. Chop six large 
oysters, add one cup of soft bread- 
crumbs, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and salt and pepper to taste. 
Clean the smelts, fill with the mixture, 
sew the edges, roll in melted butter, 
then in soft breadcrumbs, and bake in a 
moderate oven ten minutes. Serve with 
Maitre d’Hotel butter. Cream two 
tablespoonfuls butter, add juice of half 
a lemon or lime, and a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley. 


Delicious Cabbage. Take a medium- 
sized head of cabbage and cut it the 
same as for cold slaw, and place it in 
astewpan, with boiling water enough 
to cowr it; add a teaspoonful of salt 
and boil half an hour; then drain off 
the water and add one-half cupful of 
good vinegar and a tablespoonful of 
sugar; then set it on the back part of 
the range, to keep hot until the dinner 
is served. Just before sending it to 
the table add half a cupful of rich 
cream. 


Ham Salad. For bam salad, cold- 
boiled or baked, smoked bam is the 
best, althongh unsmoked may be used. 
Mix together and put into a fine 
dredger, a small quantity each of celery 
salt, cayenne and black pepper, white 
sugar and allspice. Shave the lean of 
the ham and squeeze lemoa juice over 
the pieces, then lightly dredge them 
with the above mixture. Shave up 
some white onions and celery and put 
them in the salad bowl with a few 
white lettuce hearts. Add the ham 
next, then pour several spoonfuls of oil 
over all aod a dash of vinegar. Serve 
quickly. 


Soowballs. Pour two cups boiling 
water on one cup well-washed rice, 
add one-half teaspoon salt, and cook io 
a donble boiler thirty minutes, or 
until soft. Wring small pudding cloths 
(one-third yard square) out of hot 
water, and lay them over a small bowl 
(half-pint size.) Spread the rice one- 
third inch thick over the cloth. Put 
into the center a small apple, pared 
ani cored, or about one-third of a 
banan\. Draw the cloth around till the 
fruit is covered smoothly with the rice 
and the shape is uniformly round. Tie 
tightly and drop them into boiling 
water. Cook ten minutes for bananas 
or any canned fruit, and thirty for 
apples. Remove the cloth, and serve 
with lemon sauce.

The rapid spread of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths and the serious damage 
caused by these pests last summer has 
induced the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society, through its Committee on 
Gardens, to hold a public Field Day for 
the aid of the citizens of the State. 
This meeting will be held at Arlington, 
Mass., Nov. Sth at 2 P. M., and 
will include a lecture by Professor A. 
Hf. Kirkland and a thorough demonstra- 
tion of the best methods for destroying 
these pests. There will be ample 
Opportunity to see the pests as they 
occur in nature, while expert foresters 
will show the use of insecticides, 
spraying operations and other methods 
of work against these enemies of trees. 
If any one wishes to learn the habits of 
these insects and how best to fight 
them, he cannot spend a few hours 
more profitably than to attend this 
meeting. The making and use of the 
Lin.e-Sulpbur Wash for destroying the 
San Jose Scale will also be shown and 
there will be a large und complete 
exhibit of spraying and insectitudes.

As the meeting 
is free to all and as Arlington is easily 
reached both by train or electric cars, a 
large attendance is expected.

It was said that those who were killed 
and injured were caught between the 
center and bilge keels so that there was 
no chance for them to crawl ont before 
they were pinned to the earth.

Washingt op, Nov. 5, 1904. 


Through President Roosevelt and 
Baron Speck von Sternberg, the German 
Ambassador to the United States, an 
additional and highly important policy 
insuring the United against war isabout 
to be executed. During the stay of Dr. 
Von Hollebeo, the former German Am- 
bassador in Waskington, the relations 
between this country were not of the 
pleasantest and T’resident Roosevelt 
found himself confronted witha difficult 
task when he undertook to eradicate 
the friction. Hardly had he 
office when Germany and Great 


assumed 

Britain 
blockaded Venezuelan ports and threat- 
ened the integrity of the Monroe 
Doctrine. President Roosevelt immedi- 
ately warned the representatives of both 
nations that of territory 
would be permitted and our relations 
with Germany were not improved by the 


no seizure 


warning. Serious trouble in that 
instance, however, was averted by the 
President's proposal that the claims 


against Great Britain should be adjudi- 
cated by the Hague, and Great Britain 
cheerfully acquiessing, Germany .was 
virtually compelled to do the same. 
Early in President Rovsevelt’s admin- 
istration it was proposed that l’rince 
Henry, brother of Kaiser William, should 
visit this country and Mr. Roosevelt 
extended most cordial invitation. 
That visit was most successful from a 
diplomatic standpoint, although it was 
followed by the embarassing offer of a 
Stature of Frederick the Great. The 
President concluded to accept the gift 
however, and assigned to it a position 
in the grounds of the army War College. 
Today Vresident Rocsevelt reaped the 
reward of his courtesy. Several days 
ago, he called the attention of Ambas- 
sador von Sternberg to the new arbitra- 
tion treaty just negotiated with France 
and suggested that, in view of the very 
friendly relations existing between this 
country and Germany, the Kaiser should 
prove agreeable to a similar convention.

Of 
these four, the convention with Ger- 
many is most important for the reason 
that Germany devoting great effort to 
extend her trade in the same directions as 
the United States and is, probably, of all 
the European the most 
impatient of the restrictions imposed 
by the Monroe Doctrine.

The battleship New Jersey was suc- 
cessfully launched at the Fore River Ship- 
yard Thursday noon, It lacked but a 
few minutes of noon when the hundreds 
of workmen, that lined each side of the 
monster begay to drive home the wedges 
and knock out the shores. 

The banks of the river and in fact 
every vantage point was black with peo- 
ple, while gathered within the enclosure 
of the yard were hundreds of guests 
and thousands of workmen, 

The large launching stand at the bow 
of the vessel was gaily decorated with 
flags and bunting, while a long stream 
of flags of the international code fiut- 
tered in the breeze across the deck. 

From the bow of the boat there 
suspended a rope of red, white

Few large shipyards of the country 
have launched more big vessels this 
year than the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Co.at Quincy.

A Boston paper issued a Quincy edi- 
tion Thursday afternoon and distributed 
it free.

The 
report was written in advance of the 
launching, and said in part, the launch- 
ing ‘‘takes’’ place this afternoon be- 
tween 12 and 1. It could just as well 
have been printed, the day before. 
Accurate reports of events cannot be 
expected from advance reports. 


As the Mayor puts it, the School 
Committee cannot shake all respon- 
sibility for the gift of a greater part of 
the Willard school yard to the State for 
the Metropolitan parkway. However, 
all the committee could do was to 
protest. The authority to make the 
transfer was vested in the City Council 
and the Mayor, and they are respon- 
sible. The School Committee at the 
proper time might have protested; su 
might the people of West Quincy, but 
now it seems too late. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
school children of todsy and of the 
future bave been robbed of a playground. 
Perhaps it was expected that the boule- 
vard could be used jointly for a boule- 
vard and a school yard, but a boulevard 
is for automobiles aod fast driving and 
probably, in time, there will be con- 
siderable of both, so that the school 
children cannot use it for a playground. 
It would be safer to use some of the 
city highways, but this is not feasible. 

The Mayor may not be responsible to 
the School Committee, but His Honor 
and the Ward Four Councilman in par- 
ticular are responsible to the people of 
the city, and to West Quincy. 


It was a people's election Tuesday, 
party lines being cast aside to a re- 
markable degree in this city, in the 
State and in the Nation.

Among the fiords of Greenland, he 
points out, are constant sunshine, and 
a dustless and germless atmosphere. 
There the consumptives _ will be 
stationed to fight it out. 


—A strange ship will sail for the 
Orient from Seattle, Washington, No- 
vember 15,her mission being to interest 
eastern buyers more deeply in Ameri- 
can goods. The vessel will be a sort of 
limited world’s fair, its hold being fit- 
ted up with booths in which will be 
exhibited all the American products 
which can possibly appeal to the east- 
ern market. The two upper decks will 
be urranged as reception rooms, and 
there prospective buyers will be enter- 
tained and given an idea of American 
hospitality—the vintage of California 
and the Havana leaf of Connecticut. 
American Consuls have been notified to 
be on the lookout for the ship and pre- 
pare a reception for her. She will 
touch at Yokobama, Kobe, Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, Colombo, Cape Town, Mei- 
bourne, Callao, and many other strange 
ports, staying at each from 1 to 10 days. 
—Milford Gazette. 


—Civilization in Japan has progressed 
at a rate of which the growth of news- 
papers may be taken as an indication. 
In 1863 the first Japanese newspaper, 
with some news translated from the 
Dutch, was published. Now Japan has 
fifteen hundred daily newspapers and 
periodicals. Tokyo alone has twenty, 
but there are no evening papers among 
them, One of the Tokyo papers, the 
Japan Times, is printed in English, 
butis produced by Japanese exclusively. 
This relatively great number of news- 
papers indicates that the Japanese are 
an intelligent, wide-awake nation, and 
who can say that in their growing en- 
lightenment they may notin time bring 
about reforms which will startle the 
whole world?”’—Brookline Chronicle. 


—The first impression of American 
visitors to the city of London is one of 
astonishment that in a municipality in 
most respects so well governed, such 
free rein should be given tu the adver- 
tising bill poster. Cars, busses, and 
above all the station walls of under- 
ground railways, are so plastered with 
hideous advertisements that the 
metropolis of the world looks to the 
eye of an Americau like one big 
blistered abomination. 


—Bricks are now being made of clean 
sand and ground quicklime that are said 
to be as substantial as granite. They 
cost $2.50 per 1000. The mixed ingre- 
dients are forced into a strong steel 
cylinder-mould by means of a screw. 
After the air had been sucked from the 
eylinder, hot water is admitted, the 
rock being formed by the resulting pres- 
sure and heat,—Milford Gazette. 


—Rather a quaint idea comes from 
France, where anglers are in some 
waters using a tiny mirrow attached to 
the line near the baited hook. The idea 
is that the fish, seeing itself reflected, 
hastens to snatch the bait from its sup- 
posed rival.

The City Council. 


Several important matters came up at 
the meeting of the City Council Mon- 
day evening and there was a protracted 
session. The urder for the purchase of 
a High school lot on School street was 
killed. The City Solicitor reported on 
evening schools, Unpaid bills of the 
Poor Department for 1903 and other 
matters also caused more or less talk. 

Councilmen Hadlock avd Holmes 
were the absentees. 

The City Clerk assisted by Council- 
man Hardwick drew the following 
jurors: George C. Stenzil, John C. 
Shevlin, Gustaff E. Hadman, Thomas 
Curtis and Henry L. Hallett. 

The City Solicitor rendered his 
opinion on the matter of setting aside 
the school lot at Quincy Neck as a 
public park. He advised it not be set 
aside and placed under the Park Com- 
mission, as it might be a violation of 
the deed. He recommended, however, 
that it be put in the care of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works tu be used 
as a playground. To Committee on 
Public Buildings. 

The City Solicitor forwarded a copy of 
his answer to the letter received from 
the School Committee relative to even- 
ing schools. To the first question, 
he states that the School Committee 
are not required to furnish evening 
schools but the municipality. The 
School Committee have no legal right 
to incur liability until the money has 
first been provided by the city. To 
the second, he states that the city is 
required to maiutain evening schools 
and it is for the City Council to deter- 
mine bow they shall be maintained. 
If the city fails to raise the money it is 
liable to a fine of twice the amount of 
the largest sum voted for the evening 
schools, and any citizen can begin pro- 
ceedings against the city. Placed on 
file. 

The Mayor forwarded a reply received 
from the Old Colony street railway 
relative to half fares for all school 
children. The letter said the company 
had decided to sell half iare tickets to 
children who attend the public schools.

Ordered to a second reading. 

The Finance Committee reported an 
order authorizing the City Treasurer to 
place to the credit of the Poor Depart- 
ment $500 received from the Martha W. 
Hardwick estate. Ordered to a second 
reading. 

Councilman Hardwick moved thatthe 
order for $6000 for purcbase of land for 
a High schoolhouse in Ward Three, be 
taken from the table, and that the vote 
be taken by roll call. 

Councilman Whiton asked if there 
had not been a meeting of the Ward 
Three and Four members on the matter. 

Councilman Piper.—No. The Ward 
Three members have talked the matter 


over. 

Councilman Whiton—Has there not 
been an agreement that they would 
stand pat. 


No sir! shouted Councilman Piper, 
as be brought his fist down upon the 
desk with a force that nearly sbattered 
the cover. Such assertions as that are 
carrying the matter too far. 

The motion of Councilman Hardwick 
then prevailed by the following vote:

Councilman Hardwick spoke against 
the passage of the order. It was not 
approved by the Scbool board. It 
benefits a few at the expense of many. 
Experience proved it an unwise measure 
and it was a detriment to the scholars. 

Councilmen Whiton, Adams, Nicker- 
sop, Stone and Thompson also spoke 
against the order. 

Councilmen Reardon, 
Piper favored. 

Nothiog new was brought out in the 
arguments. 

A motion of Councilman Piper to 
refer to the next City Council was lost. 

The order was then put on its final 
passage but failed to pass, not receiving 
the necessary two-thirds vote. The 
vote was as follows:

City Solicitor Blackmur said he 
should not be directed to investigate 
facts, but should be consulted on 


questions of law. If this order was 
passed he should have to returo it for 
that reason. 

Councilman Bass—It was just as 
easy for him to go over the bills with 
the Overseer as for the Council. The 
time has arrived when we are justified 
in getting at the bottom of these bills 
which are way back in 1903. 

Councilman Whiton did not claim 
anything against the Overseer of the 
Poor. The balance sheets show a 
balance where there is none. These 
bills are held back. No department 
should be allowed to run over. The 
city was getting on dangerous ground 
when bills are contracted before the 
money is appropriated. 

Overseer of the Poor Cunningham 
asked the privilege of speaking, as his 
department was being criticised. 

The President ruled that he might 
speak on the motion bat not on other 
matters. 


Councilman Bass’ withdrew his 
motion, 

Councilman Bass then offered an 
ordinance which required all city 


officers to demand that all bills be pre- 
sented monthly and that they shall for- 
ward them to the City Auditor within 
ten days. Referred to joint Committee 
on Finance and Ordinances, 

Councilman Thompson moved to take 
from the table the order appropriating 
$65,000 for addition to the High school- 
house. Motion lost, 

Councilman Bass offered an order, 
that the Overseer of the Poor be re- 
quested to forward forthwith to the 
City Anditor all bills against his de- 
partment, and any tbat may be pre- 
sented, Adopted. 

Councilman Adams offered order 
authorizing the Overseer of the Poor to 
expend income of Cotton Center Jobn- 
son fund for Thanksgiving turkeys tu 
the needy. Adopted. 


An order was adopted granting a 


license to Music hall, Atlantic, for 
dances and entertainments. 
The Committee on Elections was 


directed to meet election night to re- 
ceive returns, 

Councilman Stone offered an order 
setting asid» the schoulhouse lot at 
Quincey Neck as a park, and placing it 
in charge of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works. Referred. 

Councilman Stone asked relative to 
the order for public scales and was 
told it had been referred to the City 
Solicitor. 

Councilman Bass offered an order 
appropriating $1000 on a one year loan 
for sewer connections. Referred. 

Councilman Bassett offered an order 
authorizing the city to enter upon land 
near the Hancock street bridge at At- 
lantic for the purpose of building and 
maintaining slopes made necessary by 
the widening of the stre-t and bridge 
at this point. Tne Hodges lot on Han- 
cock street, Sullivan lot on Madison 
street, Mahoney lot on Old Colony 
Street, and Pray and Chick lot on S:ga- 
more street were named. Referred, 

Councilman Piper moved to re- 
consider the vote whereby the Conncil 
voted early in the evening not to pur- 
chase the Lawton lot on School street. 

President Nichols ruled motion out of 
order 

A motion to adjourn was entertained, 
and at 10.30 the Council adjourned 
until Nov. 14, leaving considerable un- 
fiuished business. 


The Kearsarge. 


It was forty years ago, June 19, 1864, 
the Kearsarge met the Alabama in a 
naval fight and in plain sight of thou- 
sands of Confederate sympathiziers on 
the heights of Cherbourg, France, sent 
her to the bottom in 65 minutes, The 
Kearsarge was a Yankee product, built 
at Portsmouth N. H., from which 
place she sailed on her first cruise, 
which lasted three years, on Feb, 5, 
1862. 

Boston was the first United States 
port she ever made after leaving Ports- 
mouth, and from Boston she started on 
ber second cruise. From first to last 
the Kearsarge had a single mission—to 
look out for Confederate cruisers. 

On her first immortal cruise that was 
her chief business. After sinking the 
Alabama the fight was at an end—and 
forty years ago last Monday, (Nov.7, 1864) 
the Kearsage arrived in Boston, and 
came to anchor off the navy yard a few 
minutes after midnight. She was given 
a@ magnificent reception—Capt. John A. 
Winslow and his men were entertained 
at Faneuil hall, as Hull had been on bis 
return from sinking the Guerriere 52 
years before. 

The fair in aid of the National 
Sailors’ Home at Quincy was in pro- 
gress and the Kearsarge was hauled 
alongside of Long’s wharf and visitors 
were admitted on payment of 25 cents, 
the proceeds going to the benefit of the 
Home in this city. Thousands of 
people availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to see her. 

For 32 years she was kept in com- 
mission, nearly all the time showing 
our flag all over the world, until one 
stormy night, Friday, Feb. 2, 1894, she 
was wrecked on Roncador reef and her 
grave was in the ocean’s bed over 
which she had sailed so long. It was 
a fit ending to a noble career, infinitely 
preferable to rotting at the docks. 

Another and a very different ship 
bow bears her name, but no ship will 
ever rob her of her well earned honors,

Household Receipts. 


Carrot Cream Soup. Wash and scrape 
six or eight young carrots, put them 
over the fire in one pint of salted boil- 
ing water and cook until tender. Turn 
carrots and water into a colander, pulp 


saucepan. 
saucepan a heaping tablespoonful of 
butter and one of flour, pour on this a 
quart of milk and stir until it thickens, 
Put with this the pulped carrot, seasun 
witb salt and pepper and serve. 


Breaded and Fried Smelts. For six 
persons get a dozen smelts or a dozen 
and a half small ones. Draw them, 
wash them quickly in cold water, 2nd 
then wipe with a dry towel. Spread 
on a plate and dredge well with salt, 
using a tablespoonful. Beat one large 
egg and half a teaspoonful of salt well, 
but not light. Roll the fish, one at a 
time, in the egg and then in bread 
crumbs, being sure that every part is 
covered. Lay them on a dry dish, 
having only one layer on the dish; for 
it spoils any breaded articles to be 
piled on each other, Set away ina 
cool place until the time for frying; 
then pnt them in a frying-basket--only 
euough at one time to cover the bottom 
of the basket—and cook in smoking hot 
fat fur three minutes. Drain them on 
brown paper and serve very bot with 
Tartar sauce. 


Carry Sauce. Take one tablespoonful 
of butter, one of flour, one teaspoonful 
of curry powder, one large slice of 
onion, one large cupful of stock and 
some salt and pepper. Cut the onion 
fine and fry brown in the butter; add 
the flour and curry powder. Stir for 
one minute; add the stock and season 
with salt and pepper. Simmer five 
minutes, then strain and serve. This 
sauce can be served with a broil ora 
saute of meat or fish. 


Scrambled Eggs. Break the eggs into 
a dish, but do not beat them. Puta 
small piece of butter into the sance-pan 
and when it is hot, pour in the eggs. 
Stir constantly, jost aside from the 
hottest fire and cook about three min- 
utes. Too long cooking will make the 
** scramble’’ tough and bard. Sprinkle 
with a little salt and pepper and serve 
alone or on toasted, buttered bread. 


Nut Fudge. Boil together tor ten 
minutes three cupfuls granulated sugar, 
onc cupful rich milk or cream, and one 
tablespoonful of butter. Remove from 
the fire, add one cupful of chopped 
nuts, and stir rapidly for a few mo- 
ments. Pour into buttered pans and 
mark in squares. 


Granite Cutter’s New Bill. 


On Dec. 1, says the Herald, the 
several local granite cutters’ unions in 
Boston, Quincy, Concord, N. H.; Guil- 
ford, Ct., and two small western granite 
centres, and also the national union 
office, will present notices to the 
granite cutting concerns in those places 
that changes in the agreements, which 
expire next spring, are desired. The 
changes asked for are chiefly perfecting 
clauses in the agreements, principally 
those iu regard to work with machine 
tools. 

The union is to try and raise its 
minimum wage rate where it does not 
now conform to the standard minimum 
in other sections. The standard 
minimum of $3 aday will be insisted 
upon in all agreements. It will increase 
the pay of only a few men who are now 
the lowest paid of all. It is expected 
that the suggested changes will be 
accepted by the employers.

Cheaper Coal. 


No recent manoeuvre of the kind has 


aroused such wide-spread interest 
among the members of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and kindred 


bodies throughout New England as the 
coup by which the New York, New 


Haven and Hartford railroad has 
acquired control of the New York, 


Ontario & Western. Unlike most de- 
velopments of the kind which are 
usually foreshadowed well in advance 
of their actual accomplishment this 
came as a complete surprise even to 
those who usually have inside 
tion of such movements. Among rail- 
road officials it generally agreed 
that this will rank as the most im- 
portant piece of railroad strategy of 
the year, unless something very remark- 
able takes place between now and the 
end of December. 

A great deal bas been said and 
written about the danger with which 
New England industries were threatened 
by the competition of other sections 
j which possess an advantage in being 
able to secure their fuel supply or their 
raw material more cheaply. Many sug- 
gestions have been made for strengthev-

Today the situation is very different 
and much more advantageous from the 
point of view of the New England 
business man, One of the terminals of 
the Ontario and Western is at Oswego 
on Lake Ontario, That means that if 
any attempt is made to dictate unfavor- 
ably to the New England road it can 
take lake-carried freight directly over 
its line by way of this port. Further- 
more, the Ontario & Westeru has track- 
age rights over the Rome, Watertown & 
Ogdensburg which enables it to have a 
voice in the rate-making business as 
far West as Lake Erie, which is far 
enough for all practical purposes.

—A locomotive which is now under 
construction for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad will, if expectations are real- 
ized, revolutionize the transportation 
system of the world. The new loco- 
motive is fireless, smokeless and water- 
less. It needs no coal it drops no ashes 
it throws no sparks or cinders. Its 
builders say it would be able, provided 
a clear track could be obtained to haul 
a 2,000-ton train from New York to 
San Francisco without a single stop. 
It is an application of the Deisel type 
of engine, to locomotion.

Good Endorsement. 


Editors Quincy Patriot: 

One week from next Tuesday the 
voters of this city will be called upon t» 
cast their ballots for Mayor for the 
year 1905. As is usual on such occa- 
sions the workiugmin’s vote will be 
much sought for and from now till 
election day his ears will be filled with 
the virtues of this or that candidate to- 
gether with reasons why he should 
receive the support of the laboring 
class. 

I have no sympathy for the well 
known bugbear, **don't introduce 
politics into labor unioos.’’ I believe 
that politics should be introduced in- 
to all labor discussions to the extent of 
agreeing to support no candidate at the 
ballot box who is not friendly to labor, 
whether he is a Republican, Demo- 
crat or Socialist. 

For this reason I resigned from the 
Republican City Committee in 1891, and 
voted against Charles 4. Allen for Gov- 
ernor; also voted twice to send Mr. 
James F. Burke from the stone shed to 
the House of Representatives, and had 
the honor and pleasure of voting for the 
Hon. William L. Douglas two weeks ago 
last Tuesday. 

For the same reason | shall vote for 
Mr. James Tbhompsor, this year for 
Mayor, if I live till election day, and 
what little influence I may bave will be 
used to secure his elevtion. 

It has been said that he is ‘‘too stern 
and distant’ ‘‘too aristocratic,’’ ‘‘too 
big-feeling’’ and that yuu ‘‘couldn’t 
touch him with a ten-foot pole.’’ [ 
have known Mr. Thompson many years. 
We went tbrough the Willard school in 
the same class, graduated together, and 
on the first Monday in April, 1863, we 
together entered the Quincy High 
school, walking toand from West Quiocy 
till he left school to learn the granite 
business. 

No two persons have tle same 
temperament, and notwithstanding his 
seemingly cold exterior he has behind 
ita warm heart, and if I needed a 
favor tomorrow I would not hesitate 
one moment to ask James Thompson, 
feeling that if it were possible it would 
be granted. 

Io the month of Octuber, 1897, I was 
stricken with rheumatism in my rigbt 
shoalder, and was unable to work for a 
year and four months. Tbe term of 
the labor representative on State Board 
of Arbitration and Conciliation was 
about to expire and I made application 
for the position. I went to Mr. 
Thompson and besought his aid ia my 
behalf. He was not looking for votes 
then as he was already a member of the 
House of Representatives. He wrote a 
personal letter to the late Hon. Benjamin 
S. Lovell of Weymouth, who was then 
a member of the Governor's Council, of 
which the following is a copy: 

Quincy, Mass., May 31, 1898. 
My Dear Colonel: 

If any change is to be made in the 
personel of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion and Counciliation, I most earnestly 
endorse the application of Arthur E. 
Baxter of Quincy who some time ago, 
Iam informed, filed an application for 
appointment to the board. 

He is well qualified in my opinion to 
fill the position. He is a member of a 
labor organization avd has served on 
committees to whom were referred 
labor disputes. As a member of the 
opposite committee I bave met him 
many times in adjusting the contentions 
arising between the Manufacturers’ 
Association of this city on one band 
andthe Granite Cutters’ National Union 
of which he is a member on the other, 

He impressed me as being eminently 
fitted to cope with questions of the 
character as I understand them pre- 
sented to the board for adjustment. 
With his experience in labor matters 
and fairness of mind. I think he would 
aid settlement of disputes with satis- 
faction to both parties. He is a Re- 
publican in politics, and always an 
earnest supporter of tbe best interests 
of the party. I commend him to your 
favorable consideration.

abated during the ensuing four or five 
years.—Somerville Journal. 

—Possibly in less than five years elec- 
tric traction will be employed on many 
of the railroads. Steam locomotion can- 
not be abandomed for many years to 
come, for the costly equipment of the 
railways cannot be supplanted till it be- 
comes manifest that some material ad- 
vantage is to be secured thereby. The 
prospects are, however, that electric 
power will be gradually adopted, being 
used at first exclusively on ‘‘short haul” 
traffic, and will be extended by degrees 
to every sort of use, till in time steam 
locomotion will have been entirely 
abandoned. The New York Central has 
already ordered thirty locomotives for 
service between the New York Grand 
Central Station and Croton. This num- 
ber will be increased to fifty before the 
trains are running, which is expected 
to be in about a year. In addition, the 
New York Central will equip its subur- 
ban trains with motors similar to those 
used in the New York subway, and it 
expected that the problem of suburban 
traffic about Boston, as well as in New 
York, will be met in this manper.— 
Brookline Chronicle. 


—Ont of the twenty-six Presidents 
of the United States Theodore Roosevelt 
is the second from New York, the first 
having been Martin Van Buren, but 
Roosevelt has the distinction of being

The Original Grant. 


Upon the wall of Braintree ball there 
has been hung recently a fac-simile of 
the original grant to the people of 
Braintree of the lands which now com- 
ptise Braintree, Randolph and Quincy, 
from the Indian chief Wampatuck. 
This parchment, dated 1640, is a curious 
affair, beginning with the address ‘‘To 
all my new people,’’ it is couched io 
the most remarkable English, and signed 
by the Indians with great signs and 
symbols, 

At the bottom of thiscopy in question 
is the following letter, neatly penned, 
which is self-explanatory : 


‘**To Messrs. D. H. Bates, Y. H. 
Hunt, Philip Curtis, Selectmen of 
Braintree, Mass. : Gentlemen—Jn con- 
formity with my promise I now place 
in your hands the deed given by the 
Indian Chief Wampatuck of the lands 
of old Braintree. I can only repeat the 
injunction which was found written 
upon the back—‘Take good care of it.’ 
Let it be the pride of the inbabitants 
of the three towns to remember tbat 
their ancestors respected the rights of 
the red man just as much as if he had 
been white. I am respectfully your 
obedient servant, Charles Francis 
Adams, Quincy, 8 October, 1858.’’ 

Below the deed, which is artistically 
framed, bangs this little inscription:— 
‘*This is a fac-simile of the deed that 
was given to the town of Braintree— 
what is now Braintree, Randolph and 
Quincy,—by the Indians in 1640, for 
which ‘this hall and street are named. 
It was handed down by the Adams fam- 
ily. T. S. W. October 20, 1904." 

The donor of this relic is Mr. Thomas 
S. Wales of Linden street, who is an 
enthusiastic antiquarian and owns 
mavy valuable souvenirs of Colonial 
times. Mr. Wales himselt named Brain- 
tree strevt in this town.—Brighton 
Item,

Drink Problem. 


Rey. W. E. Gardner, rector of Christ 
church, discussed the drink problem in 
‘a somewhat different light than many 
of the tempereace advocates, in his 
sermon Sunday morning. A synopsis 
of the address will prove of interest at 
this time when a vote is soon to be 
taken on the license question. 

The way of treating the whole subject 


and | of temperance has changed in the last 


few years. Temperance was regarded 
as an isolated and specialized work. A 
few remedies were considered sufficient 
to deal with it. The individual pledge 
of abstinence, the prohibition of sales, 
pictorial instruction in the public 
schools and an annual agitation of the 
subject, covered the methods of temper- 
ance activity. 

Any man who takes that stand today 
is behind the time. Any community 
that limits its activity along only these 
four lines shuts itself out from a larger 
usefulness, We have discovered tbat 
on every side of the problem are ques- 
tions and influence and movements 
which must be considered. Domestic 
economy, psychological, racial and 
inheritance problems, and conditions 
are found to be most closely related to 
the drink problem. 

A few questions will mors clearly 
present the scope of the whole subject. 

1, Is it drink which destroys the 
family, or is it the disordered family 
life (created by industrial conditions) 
which tempts and drives to drink? 

2. Is the drink habit a morbid 
babit; or is it in many cases a normal 
and healthy craving for recreation 
which drives men to the saloon? 

3. Is ittrue that the thirst for liquor 
is not so much a question of drink as 
of food, and that to know why a poor 
man drinks one has oaly to look into 
his dinner pail? 

Is it drink which robs men of their 
earnings or is it the fluctuation io 
earnings which drives men to drink ? 

How does it happen that the wine 
drinking peoples of southern Europe are 
temperate and the water drinking Anglo 
Saxon intemperate ? 

How does it happen that drunkenness 
in our army increases when the socalled 
canteen within the lines is abolished ? 

It is because this problem has such a 
wide scope that the Committee of Fifty 
was formed. This committee is com- 
posed of the leading clergymen, lawyers, 
physicians, university presidents, and 
business men of ourcountry. The main 
committee is divided into sub-commit- 
tees: legislative, economic, physiologi- 
cal and ethical, each with its special 
work, 

There is a deep significance in the 
fact that these busy men will devote 
their time to engage in the study of 
this problen. It reveals to us that the 
scope of tbis problem is far greater than 
we are apt to realize. 

Permit me to call your attention to 
the work of this committee in one de- 
partment—the social aspects of the 
saloon. The following is based upon 
observations made in Chicago. It 
would appear that the popular opinion 
of the saloon as a distinctly destructive 
force in the community and as solely a 
device for producing intemperance, 
stands in need of some revision. The 
investigator reports a study of two 
hundred saloons ina ward where the 
men belonged to the class of unskilled 
labor. He saw but little intemperance; 
nowhere did drinking seem to be the 
principalattraction, Thirty-five saloons 
contained chairs and card tables, ninety- 
two offered free lunch, in seventy daily 
papers were on file, three offered the 
use of a piano, in two were well 
equipped gymnasiums and one offered 
the free use of a hand ball court. 
Saloons thus equipped will not be 
driven out of business by dingy mission 
rooms or meanly equipped reading 
roums, 

It is a heavy indictment of the social 
life of any city that in a saloon a work- 
ing man should find more of the things 
that approximate luxury than in his 
home, and almost more than he finds 
in any other public place in the city. 
There is food for thought in the state- 
ment that the saloon keeper is the only 
man who keeps open house. His place 
is the common and almost without ex- 
ception the only common meeting 
ground of his neighborhood; what he 
supplies renders their social life pos- 
sible. 

The saloon keeper trusts his patrons, 
by generosity they increase their seem- 
ing worth. They lend money, and 
where one known to them is in great 
need they send fuel, food and clothes. 
These are facts which many of us who 
roundly score the saloon would do well 
to bear in mind. It may indeed be 
said that the saloon keeper plays the 
role of the Good Samaritan with a 
selfish end in view, but until all other 
citizens are ready to render unselfish 
aid to fellow citizens in need, and do 
it as directly as does the saloon keeper, 
wholesale condemnation will have but 
little weight, especially with the work- 
ing man. 

The drink probiem is connected with 
every movement of economic and social 
reform, and the most effective attacks 
upon it can be made by flank move- 
ments for better homes, healthy amuse- 
ments, regalar work and nourishing 
food. ‘*‘Practical reformers do not deal 
with what ought to be, but they accept 
existing conditions and try to better 
them.’’ : 

A word on our local issue. We have 
favertble conditions in Quincy in that 
we have no saloons. We must not only 
Say that we want no saloons but we 
must see to it that we have no saloons. 
The great work done by Mr. Faxon 
must be maintained, As there are new 
conditions to face, new agencies must 
be brought forward to meet them. 

Last night east of Edison Park fifteen 
hundred men slept in boarding houses. 
Standing on Chubbuck street a police- 
man told me that there was not a house 
in sight but that contained boarders or 
roomers. What are these men to do 
with themselves during the cold nights 
of this winter? What wonder if they 
go to Boston. What wonder if the 
streets of Quincy Point are disagreeable 
and are considered the hardest streets 
to police. 

Have we any right to complain of 
the crowds that go to Boston, and the 
unsafe conditions of our streets, while 
we do nothing to remedy it ? It is time 
for the Christian people of Quincy to 
awake. 

We must realize that we have the 
most favorable conditions to begin a 
modern work io the upliftment of men. 
We have no tearing down or clearing 
away of saloons to do, we have only to 
build. We must tura from the old 
methods of maintaining no-license to 
the new methods; and our aim must be 
not simply a no-license vote, but a pro- 
motion of such lines of work as will 
give the men of our city social centers 
and healthful amusements.

Rev. E. N. Hardy’s New Book. 


Rev. E. N. Hardy’s new book entitled 
“The Church and Educated Men,’’ 
just from the Pilgrim Press, deserves 
the attention of Quincy people. It bas 
been liberally commented upon by all 
ceived with much favor and interest by 
Christian leaders and educators the 
country over. 

The book is a ‘‘Study of the relation 
of the church to makers and leaders of 
public opinion. It is a handsome vol- 
ume of three hundred and five pages 
including a carefully arranged index to 
subject and authorities quoted from. 

In the first chapter, ‘‘The forward 
and view point,’? Mr. Hardy takes up 
the charge often heard, that the church 
is losing her hold on men of intellect, 
and says, ‘‘The future is dark indeed 
if this be true. If true it should be 
known, but if the church is winning 
successes rather than suffering defeat 
then let the welcome truth silence the 
carping pessimist and arouse and stim- 
ulate the hopeful.” 

In showing the influence of educated 
men, it is sighted ‘‘ That he who dom- 
inates the current of thoaght and life 
which issues from the great educational 
institutions is a master of the policies 
and destinies of the people. The same 
is true to a less degree of the maker of 
public opinion, consequently the influ- 
ence of the church upon men is a mat- 
ter of vital and serious concero.”’ 

‘*The destinies of any nation at any 
given time,” says Goethe, ‘‘depends on 
the opinious of the young men who sre 
under twenty-five years of age.’’ The 
church has been realizing this fact for 
some time back until hardly any phase 
of church work is receiving more atten- 
tion. Still he _ there isa wide 
spread opinion that thechurch is mak- 
ing a lamentable failure in winning men 
and states that, among all charges made, 
the most serious is that the church fails 
to win men of intellect.

A historical exercise on Congrega- 
tionalism prepared by Arthur W. New- 
comb was given at the Wasbington 
Street Congregational church Sunday 
evening. The exercise was for the 
anviversary of the signing of the com- 


The purposes of the book is to prove] pact, in the cabin of the Mayflower, 


that the contention is not true. The 
author here proceeds with a thorough 
scientific and scholarly research respect- 
ing college men. His sources of 
information are the records of all the 
colleges founded before 1825 and many 
founded later. His authorities are the 
best the country can produce. He has 
no theories to uphold; is in no way 
dogmatic; the purpose is to ascertain 
facts. 

The matter as taken up is divided 
into nine periods not arbitrarily for 
they ‘‘nuturally differentiate themselves 
by marked characteristics. 
periods are: 

(1) The sovereignty of the ecclesi- 
astic, or the period of beginnings, 
(1638-1770). 

(2) The spiritual ebb-tide, or the 
period of the revolution (1770-1795). 

(3) The reign of infidelity, or the 
period of rapid declension (1795-1800). 

(4) The religious renaissance, 
the period of recovery, (1800-1810). 


(5) Eddies and cross-currents, or 
the period of transition (1810-1820). 
(6) The great ingathering, or the 


period of revivals (1820-1850). 

(7) Perplexing problems and pecu- 
liar perils, or the period of adapation 
(1850-1875). 

(8) The modern awakening, or the 
period of reconstruction (1875-1900). 

(9) The present outlook. 

The work is concluded with a sum- 
mary of the findings in which the au- 
thor states that ‘‘early in the investiga- 
tien it is discovered that more than 
half of those who have won conspicu- 
ous success and are recognized as in- 
tellectual leaders of the first order are 
college men.’’ It was further found 
‘*that in various periods cf American 
history the college man not only repre- 
sented a dominent type of religious 
thought and life but was also their most 
satisfactory exponent and expression. ’’ 

A satisfactory concession reached re- 
specting the bold of the church on men 
of brains, from the investigation of the 
college mans; religion in differhnt 
periods of American history. 

In the chapter on the college man’s 
influence it is shown that he exerts 
a most potent influence and a power all 
out of proportion to his namerical 
strength. 

‘The data given shows thatin every 
instance the characteristic fluctuation 
of religious life in the college corres- 
ponds with similar fluctuations with 
meu outside with the distinction that 
in the college it is invariably a little 
bigher. 

The summary goes on to say—It is 
said thatan end of revivals in colleges 
is past and forthwith some infer that 
there are no conversions now. ‘This is 
very far from the truth, for there were 
between threa and four thousand genuine 
conversions reported in the colleges in 
1903 alonoe.’’ 

Quotiog John R. Mott, he says, 
‘‘Taking the young men of North 
America as a whole, not more than one 
in twelve are Christians, whereas in 
the institutions of high learning about 
one in two of the young men are Chris- 
tians. Still more striking is the fact 
that the proportion of students who are 
Christians is now larger than ever be- 
fore. Not only is it true that there are 
now more Christians in the colleges 
than in preceding generations but the 
number of students who are being led 
into the Christian life continues to 
increase. 

The assumption of some, that colleges 
cannot be as deeply moved now by the 
Holy Spirit as in times past, is not 
supported by history. Evangelistic 
meetings are regarded with more favor 
in the colleges than in the past.’’ 

Student initiative is spoken of as a 
prominent factor. ‘‘Gradually during 
the nineteenth century it asserts itself, 
exerting more and more influence till 
now crystalized and organized under 
the various departments of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and the 
Students Volunteer Movement, it has 
become the most potent religion force 
of the modern college.’’ 

Just here a table is given of the per- 
centage of Christians in the colleges 
from the time at which the study be- 
gins. This is most interesting and 
suggestive showing an iacrease from 
eight percent in 1800 to 53 percent in 
1904. This seems in itself a sufficient 
answer to the criticism that the church 
is not reaching men of education. 

In the closing pages of this very 
hopeful illuminating study, Mr. Hardy 
says—‘‘If, as we have assumed, the 
college man is in any way a fair repre- 
sentative of the men of intellect, then 
the charges preferred against the 
churches are manifestly untrue. Cer- 
tainly the ‘‘ good old times” fail to 
furnish any data to substantiate the 
charges made, but instead presented the 
evidence of steady and vigorous growth 
in religious thought and life.’’

Household Receipts. 


Peppermint Wafers. Puur balfa cup- 
ful of cold water over two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar, stir well together, 
then place on the fire and melt, stirring 
until the sugar is dissolved, but no 
longer. Boil exactly 10 minutes. Re- 
moved from the fire, add three drops of 
oil of peppermint, and stir until the 
candy becomes creamy. Drop on oiled 
paper, and allow the wafers to stand 
for 24 hours. 


Creamed Spinach. Four quarts of 
spinach, one large bead of lettuce, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one teaspoonful 
of salt, half teaspoonful of sugar, a 
slight grating of nutmeg, one teaspoon- 
ful of flour mixed with a balf pint of 
cream or milk. Clean the spinach and 
lettuce and put them io a stew pan with 
one quart of boiling water. Boil rapid- 
ly for five minutes, then turn the vege- 
tables into a colander, and pour cold 
water over them, Press as much water 
as possible from the vegetables and then 
chop very fine. Put the butter in a 
stewpan and on the fire. Add the 
minced vegetables and seasonings and 
cook gently for fifteen minutes; then 
add the flour and cream and cook fifteen 
minutes longer. —Ladies’ Home Journal 


Potato Pie. Boil and strain two 
pounds of Irish or sweet potatoes, grate 
a lemon, and squeeze the juice into 
them while hot. Rub a pound of butter 
and one pound of sugar to a cream, to 
which add the well-b eaten yolks of six 
eggs, the potatoes, half a nutmeg grat- 
ed, a quart of rich milk, avd lastly the 
whites of the eggs beaten to a stiff 
froth. Bake with an under-crust only. 


Oyster Omelet. For an oyster omelet 
purcbase twenty-five nice fat oysters, 
theo put them into a saucepan, stand 
over @ moderate fire and cook slowly 
until the gills are thoroughly curled; 
drain, saving the liquor. Puta table- 
spoonful of butter and one of tlour in a 
saucepan; measure the liquor; add suf- 
ficient milk to make a half pint. Stir 
until boiliog ; add a teaspoonful of salt, 
adash of pepper and the oysters. Stand 
over hot water while you make a plain 
omelet, using six eggs with the proper 
proportion of water and butter. Turo 
the omelet on a good-sized hot meat-dish 
aud pour upon it the oyster sauce and 
serve at once.—Mrs. S. T. Rorer, Ladies’ 
Home Journal.

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Pedagogues and Parents. 


The book on education written by 
Mrs. Ella Calista Wilson, wife of the 
Rev. D. M. Wilson, a former pastor of 
First church, is unusually attractive in 
its appearance. The title of the book 
is ‘‘ Pedagogues and Parents,’’ and the 
nature of its contents is quaintly hinted 
at in the five tiny cherubs on the cover 
who are almost buried beneath the 
great open books which they are 
clutching with hands and feet. 

In the introduction the autbor writes, 
“This little book is intended as a com- 
ment on education and the present 
educational situation, from the point of 
view of a parent, and is, as they say in 
the colleges, primarily for parents, but 
open to pedagogues and others.’’ Al- 
though, as thus intimated, the really 
illuminating ideas of the leading edu- 
cators are interpreted in popular 
language, aod with all a parent’s sym- 
pathy for the child, the book amounts 
to much more than this. It is full of 
original and inspiring thought, the re- 
sult of a life-time of loving and earnest 
study of children and the ways to 
stimulate their highest unfolding, 
And all is written in a style so clear 
and direct, and is so lit up by witty 
allusions and humorous incidents from 
real life, as to carry the reader on from 
chapter to chapter with unoflagging 
interest. Tho chapters in their very 
headings awaken curiosity. In all there 
are fourteen of them. Among those 
that catch the eye are: ‘‘New Edu- 
cation in New England,’’ ‘‘ Points of 
View,’’ “ Big Things,’’ ‘‘ Natural 
Method,"’ ‘* Arithmetic, ’’ ** Child 
Morality,’’ and ‘‘ The Children Them- 
selves." . 

There is much about Quiacy ino the 
book, particularly in the chapter on 
‘‘The New Education in New Eng- 
land.’’ To our city, and not to Boston, 
which proved insensible to its oppor- 
tunity, is accorded the honor of having 
become the centre of that educational 
awakening. Col. Parker and his teach- 
ers, the enthusiasm and the lively fer- 
ment of that day, are described with a 
sympathetic touch and the gain of it 
all is clearly registered. 

Throughout Mrs. Wilson pleads for 
the cooperation of parents and teachers 
in the educativn of children, and urges 
parents to qualify themselves to take 
an intelligent interest in the work of 
the schools. ‘‘If our children come 
out to our discredit, it is the parents, 
and not the long-forgotten teachers, 
who are held responsible. ‘‘Is this 
your son, my Lord? not, ‘was this your 
pupil?’ She also protests against the 
obliteration of the individuality of the 
child by the rigid system of uniformity 
which has got itself intrenched in our 
public schools.’’ All children mature 
more rapidly in some things than in 
others. The schools should be flexibly 
adapted to that fact, that every child 
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may bave individual benefit from it. 
It is cruel and most disheartening to 
deprive a child of the glory of his own 
particular talents because nature has 
not bestowed all the others on him in 
equal brilliancy.”’ 

Her chapters on“ Points of View," and 
**Individuality,’’ are revelations of the 
marvels of child nature, and deeply im- 
press one with the sanctity of the child's 
own distinctive personality. One might 
infer that the chapter on ‘‘ Arithmetic” 
would be a dry and technical treatment 
of what Mrs. Wilson calls that ‘‘faci- 
nating subject,’ but it is one of tbe 
wost humorous chapters she has writ- 
ten, cleverly showing how in the ordi- 
nary teacbing of it there is a woeful il- 
lustration of the ‘‘generation of artiti- 
cial stupidity.’’ In all her chapters she 
goes to the very heart of her subject, 
and emphasizes the principles which in 
their application should improve our 
schools. In this she seems at times 
radical, even revolutionary, but she 
claims that she is only carrying out to 
their logical and natural results, the 
eternal principles of soul development 
which educators agree to praise but 
hesitate to fully apply. The book stim- 
ulates thought and discussion, and is a 
new departure in this, at least, that 
educational problems are considered 
from a parental point of view and for 
pareuts. The publishers are Henry 
Holt & Co., of New York. 


For the Patriot. 
Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Nov. 26, 1904. 

In turning off business and ‘‘doing 
things’ the President is certainly a 
hustler. During the last week in 
giving evidences of strenuosity he bas 
accepted with thanks the bronze statue 
of Frederick the Great from Germany 
and three carloads of wildanimals from 
Abyssinia, made three carefully pre- 
pared and effective speeches; collated 
and coordinated much information from 
his Cabinet, and moulded the last half 
of his message into sbape and read the 
proof of the whole of it, received half 
a dozen foreign ministers, talked with 
forty Senators and Congressmen, 
pardoned seven convicts, ridden ten 
miles and walked fourteen, offsetting 
the exercise by eating a heavy Thanks- 
giving dinner, with a 34-pound turkey 
in the middle of it, said another fervent 
good-bye to Parson Wagner, shaken 
hands with a thousand strangers, 
appointed several hundred to office, 
and dismissed half a dozen. When it 
is remembered that besides attending 
to these trifles he transasted the usual 
routine business and swept the desks of 
the White House cf all accumulated 
correspondence, the American people 
will see that their not very obsequious 
servant in the White House is a person 
of industrious habits. 

For two weeks statesmen have been 
arriving from different parts of the 
country, and in two or three days a 
majority of the members will be on 
hand with Uncle Joseph in the van- 
guard. Though the last session of the 
58th Congress will not open for a week, 
there is unusual activity on the part of 
Senators and Representatives already on 
the ground and there are so many 
matters of consequence to dispose of 
before March 4 that there is less in- 
clination than usual to jump the 
Christmas cycle and reassemble only 
after the midwinter holidays. If the 
mania for work manifested by those 
already on the ground is shared by 
those yet to come, it is possible that 
that sop to the indolent will be entirely 
withheld and that Cannon will keep the 
old gavel flying without interruption in 
the determination to ‘‘do things.’’ If 
the two weeks of Christmas bolidays 
should be wasted as usual, there will 
be only seventy working days left be- 
tween December 5 and n00n of March 4, 
Appropriation bills must be passed, 
whatever the economical frenzy may be, 
aggregating nearly or quite $700,000, - 
000. They will probably be enacted 
with considerable promptness on the 
ground that the American people have 
affirmed that they like large expendi- 
tures, and the feeble minority will have 
little heart for fili-bustering and 
dilatory tactics. With a majority of 
116 in the Honse, the Republican party 
can do as it pleases, especially as it 
will have a much larger majority in the 
pext House, where there will be only 
134 Democrats, 108 of whom will come 
from the old ‘‘Solid South.’’ 

Congressmen exhibit abnormal ex- 
citement about the shape which the 
‘*pork’’ bills will take—the bills for 
rivers and harbors and public buildings 
—these measures being notoriously not 
in the Public interest, but in the in- 
terest of the constituents of individual 
members, Chairman Hemenway bas 
called a meeting of the appropriations 
committee for next Tuesday, at which 
the pensions bill will probably be 
finished ready to report to the House. 

The committees on the Swayne case, 
the Smovt case, the Panama canal strip, 
and other interests, will take their 
time. The first named is now in 
session here and is rather disinclined 
to impeach Judge Swayne for his con- 
ceded irregularities, Smoot will prob- 
ably not be molested. 

Senators and members are hotly dis- 
cussing the expediency uf ano extra 
seasions to revise the tariff. Both 
parties concede that something should 
be done, but the problem has not yet 
arrived at an equation, and its elements 
are in such a chaotic state that’ it 
seems likely at the present moment 
that the serious consideration of it 
will be postponed another year. 
Members of Congress are always warm- 
ly averse to remaining here during the 
bot summer, and that fact may be more 
influential than the interests of the 
country. In the 59th Congress of 386 
members the Republicans will have 252 
votes, considerably more than twice as 
many as the entire Democratic member- 
ship. And they will have the support 
of the Senate even if they should pass 
a big ship subsidy biil. 

The President's message will not 
recommend an extra session of Congress 
or discuss in any detail whatever the 
merits of the tariff question. It will 
contain a pretty stiff statement concern- 
ing the trusts and what supervision 
aod regalation of them is practicable, 
It will reiterate the President's opinion 
that a very strong navy is necessary for 
us if we are going to keep the peace 
and the Philippine Islands, it being 
understood that he warmly indorses th- 
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pet project of Secretary Morton to 
appropriate $500,000,000 for new ships, 
though he will probably not state the 
definite figures. 

The message will tell what bas been 
done during the year on the Isthmus of 
Panama in getting ready to begin work 
on the Canal by makiug specific con- 
tracts. Of course little has been done 
up to the present time except cipher- 
ing and drawing angular diagrams by 
Chief Engineer Wallace. The Philip- 
pines will come in for at least their 
share of executive suggestion. It 
understood that the President has be- 
come convinced by Secretary Taft that 
a lower tariff and freer shipping laws 
are required for the prosperity of our 
insular people in spite of the fact that 
at the last session Taft wassat down on 
very hard by the Lfouse colonial com- 
mittee. The statehood bill will come 
to the front again early, the President 
sauctioning the measure creating two 
new states out of the four territories. 
All of these are kicking most violently 
for they have more than eight states- 
men who want to be Senators, 

The Merchant Marine 
mittee is holding a session in the 
Capitol on the ship subsidy bill, Little 
progress is made towards a conclusion, 
prominent merchants appearing and 
declaring that our people ought to leave 
trans-Atlantic shipping wholly in the 
hands of Earopeans, who can do it 
twice as cheap as we can in ship build- 
ing and in wages and who are therefore 
the natural porters of the sea. We have 
a hundred industries that pay better.

A Mild Winter. 
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Mr. Thomas C. Dennis of West 
Springfield predicts that we shall have 
a mild winter. He is not a weather 
fanatic and does not base his calcula- 
tions on the breast bone of the goose or 
the appearance of the proverbial wood- 
chuck on Candlemas day, but goes to 
the fountain head and reads the astro- 
nomical atmospherical conditions, 

**An explanation”, 
necessary as to what is meant by a mild 
and open winters. ‘The snow comes 
and goes rapidly in open winters. A big 
fall of snow might occur in January 
and be practically all gone inside of a 
few days. We may expect the average 
fall of snow for an open winter, but 
are likely to bave mure rain than saow. 
On the whole the approaching winter 
will be more like that of two winters 
ago than the terrible frigid winter we 
had last year. We are however, almost 
certain to have some big snowstorms. 

On Nov. 20, Mr. Dennis took the 
weather record from the U. S. armory 
asto the direction of the wind at7 
a. m, 2and 9 p, m From conditions 
in these records he made his predictions 
for 1904 and 1905. 

‘*Taking my calculations from the sun 
the indications are that there will be 
no more storms until Nov. 30, but the 
remainder of the month will be clear 
and cold. Tho moon changed Tuesday 
Noy, 22, and Noy. 30 will be cold and 
stormy. ‘There will bea light snow 
on Dec. this being forecasted by 
conjunction of the moon and certain 
planets. Snowfalls are scheduled for 
Dec. Sand 10. A snowstorm accom- 
panied by high winds will descend on 
us Dec. 16, 

“Clear and cold weather is predicted 
for the remainder of December until 
the last day, when the conjunction of 
the moon, and Mars, Mercary and the 
sun will again make trouble and give 
us rising temperature and snow flurries. 

The rules which prophet Dennis here- 
with gives are simple and direct, have 
never failed in his case and may be 
availed of by a tyro. 

“Tf there is a narrow streak of light 
shooting up from the sun at sunrise or 
sunset, it indicates a cold wave. Of 
course it is not always possible to set 
the time when it will appear, but it is 
certain that there is a cold wave ad- 
vancing. 

‘If there is a halo around the sun at 
10 a. m, the indications are that the 
wind will be in the northeast, with a 
cold rain or snow the next day. The 
storm's severity may be determined to 
a great degree by the depth of the halo. 

“If you see a long narrow streak of 
clouds in the northwest near the hori- 
zon with clear sky under it and no 
other clouds visible anywhere, the indi- 
cations are that the wind will be in the 
southeast with rising temperature and 
rain within 48 hours. 

‘Calculations for the winter may be 
based upon Noy. 20, and for the sum- 
mer on the prevailing weather in the 
month of March. The amount of snow 
that falls in March governs our sum- 
mers. Twenty or more inches of saow 
will result ina hot summer. Anything 
over that has no effect. 

**We have had a warm summer, due 
to the fact that we bad a good quantity 
of snow last March. Io March, 1903, 
we did not have any snow, and every- 
one remembers what a cold summer fol- 
lowed. This has been a splended sum- 
mer for farmers, and they have raised 
corn tomatoes and cucumbers ia 
abundance, 

‘*The snow that falls after March 1, 
contains more magnesia than all the 
snow that falls for the rest of the year. 
It is commonly called ‘‘poor man’s 
manure,’’ and fertilizes the ground to 
a great degree.” 
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—I wish today, in the very brief 
remarks that I have to make, dwell up- 
on this thought—the thought that ought 
to be in the mind of every man and 
woman here—the thought that while io 
this country we need wise laws honestly 
and fearlessly executed, and while we 
cannot afford tu tolerate anything but 
the highest standard in the public 
service of the government, yet that in 
the last analysis the future of the 
country must depend upon the quaijit 
of the individual home, of the inodivid- 
ual man or woman in that home. The 
future of this country depends upon the 
way in which the average man and the 
average woman io it does his or her 
duty, and that very largely depends 
upon the way in which the average boy 
or girl is brought up.'’—President 
Roosevelt at dedication of a parochial 
school, Nov. 20.

Undoubtedly the Joint Caucus Act 
makes considerable extra work for the 
City Clerk, but the voters of all parties 
have the satisfaction of having said 
work done by a responsible party, 
whereas previously it was at the caprice 
of politicians, who were often criticised 
for the unfair arrangement of candidates 
upon the caucus ballots, and for the 
manner in which the caucuses were 
conducted. Although Quincy has never 
adopted the Boston caucus act, the Re- 
publican City Committee, previous to 
the acceptance of tbe Luce Act, adopted 
many of its provisions and changed 
them at pleasure. 

Should Quincy revoke the Luce act it 
shuuld adopt the Boston caucus art, 
that caucuses may be conducted by 
State laws ratber than changeable 
rules of committees. 

The Luce Act is working well, how- 
ever, and should be continued. Some 
amendments may be desirable; for 
example, it is not necessary to have the 
polls open for nine hours in small 
cities. Again permission might be 
secured to begio the count of the votes 
two hours before the polls close. Then 
the returns will not be so late. There 
might also be provisions for precioct 
voting thus dividing the work of the 
caucus officers. Other amendments may 
also be desirable,

—The advance guard of a party of 
Japanese which proposes to establish a 
colony in Florida has arrived at San 
Francisco. The party will include 
about fifty families, and will engage in 
the cultivation of 67,000 acres of land 
which it has acquired. Cotton, silk, 
tobacco and pine-apples will be the 
principle products. Speaking of this 


colonization movement, the Boston 
Transcript says:—‘'So far as we know 
this isa pioneer movement by these 
people in this country and the re- 
sult of the experiment will be 
watched with interest. We rather ex- 
pect it to be a success, because 


the Japanese are accustomed to succeed 
in their various lines of industry. If 
they can do it in this country what they 
have shown themselves capable of doing 
at home, their colony will bea source of 
enlightenment to ourown people. They 
are at once so original and progressive 
in their ideas that in many cases they 
take the methods of other countries as 
suggestions and improve upon them.” 


—Steamship agents connected with 
prominent European immigrant lines 
say that the reason why the flow of 
emigration is toward the western and 
north-western parts of America, instead 
of southward, is that the South has not. 
agitated and advertised its attractions 
in Europe as have these other sections. 
‘*The South has been asleep while the 
otber parts of the country have been 
hustling,’’ says one agent interviewed 
by the New York Journal of Commerce. 
Moreover—and this is a statement 
which ought to find impressive circula- 
tion in the southern states—Europe 
hears of the lynchings and other con- 
spicuous crimes of blood in the South, 
and hears little else about that section, 
and the impression prevails among 
people there that the southern country 
is unsafe. So says this steamship 
official who is thoroughly acquainted 
with the immigration business.—Mil- 
ford Gazette. 


—Maine’s porcupine law has proved ex- 
pensive, and disappointment to every- 
body but the porcupine killers. The 
legislature enacted that 25 cents should 
be paid for every purcupine killed, with 
an appropriation of $500 for paying the 
expense thereof. Evidently no census 
of the porcupines bad ever been taken, 
for the mighty hunters of Maine turned 
to and slaughtered in one year 60,000 of 
the little beasts, though there is an in- 
timation that some of them were im- 
ported from New Brunswick. Sixty 
thousand at 25 cents each would figz: 
$15,000, or $14,500 more than the sum 
set apart for the payment.—Milford Ga- 
zette.

—The other day some workmen in 
the house of one of the rich New York 
Astors ‘‘swiped’’ some of the things 
they found lying around, just as souve- 
nirs. Among the articles they took 
was a ‘pair of garter buckles set with 
brilliants worth $200,’’ as the police 
description gave it. This was a theft 
of sufficient magnitude to send its 
perpetrators to prison for several years ; 
but when the fellows were arrested and 
brought to trial it was shown by the 
Astors that the supposed diamonds 
were only rhinestones, and that the 
value was about $12.50. The lucky 
pilferers got off with an insignificant 
fine. This is not the moral of the 
incident, however. Of late years women 
of wealth and fashion have taken to 
wearing imitation jewels for decorative 
purposes in order to avoid the danger 
of carrying about and guarding real 
and costly jewels. For the same reason, 
people well able to afford no end of 
silver are using plated ware in their 
country houses. They do pot want to 
invite the incursions of thieves and 
burglars. More particularly, the care 
and anxiety which must be carried by 
a woman along with a load of costly 
jewels on her person are a heavy burden 
to her. Though she may be decked 
with diamonds from head to foot she is 
not enviable. Hence the prudent and 
rational practice of relieving the mental 
strain by leaving the real thing in safe 
deposit and wearing imitation sparklers. 
Not one in a million seeing the glitter- 
ing vision can tell the difference. And 
is it not just as good?—Boston Courier. 


—There are five Popes on the face of 
the earth, says Truth. They are the 
Pope of the Latin Church; the schis- 
matic or Orthodox Pope; the Father ot 
the Faithful, ruling at Constantinople; 
the Pope of Tibet, who has tive hundred 
millions of subjects; and theschismatic 
Pope of the Mohammedan world; who 
reigns at Morocco.

—Does it pay for banks to advertise? 
Five years ago some bauks in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., began to advertise, and re- 
cently they measured the results by 
comparing their business with that of 
banks that did not advertise. In the 
five years the banks that sought new 
business through printer's ink gained 
38 per cent. in assets and 85 per cent. 
in deposits; the other banks gained 27 
per cent. assets and 11 per cent. in 
deposits. Daring the past year the 
former gained 22 per cent. and the 
latter lost 7 per cent. in deposits. The 
question whether it pays to advertise 
may not be entirely answered by such 
figures, but they are calculated to pro- 
voke thought. —Springfield Republican.

CASTORIA 
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Federal Building. 


Complications have arisen and there 
is some doubt now about Quincy 
securing an appropriation at the com- 
ing session of Congress for a govern- 
ment building. Secretary Shaw of the 
Treasury recommends economy in 
appropriations, and predicts a deficit 
of $30,000,000 on July 1 next. 

A @ispatcb from Washington says: 
‘*Mr. Shaw’s statements are interfering 
with the plans for large appropriations 
for rivers and harbors and public build- 
ings and a ship subsidy bill, and his 
advice is not being well received by the 
Republican politicians. There was no 
river and harbor appropriation -last 
year. It has been agreed to by flie 
members of the committee to report a 
bill calling for between $30,000,000 and 
$40,000,000, with every prospect of its 
passage. 

‘‘The public buildings committee has 
planned to spend $30,000,000 or more. 

‘‘If Mr. Shaw's advice is followed, 
both of these estimates will be largely 
reduced, if not entirely cutoff. If either 
appropriation fails, it is more likely to 
be the one fer public buildings. It 
practically is certain that there will be 
a large appropriation for rivers and 
harbors, regardless of the condition of 
the treasury.”’ 

Probably Quiney will not be favored 
any more than other cities have been. 
We have heard that it usually takes 
about six years to get through an ap- 
propriatiop of this kind after the first 
favorable action, so that Quincy should 
not get discouraged.

Convention. 


The American Bible League, New 
York, will hold a unique convention 
in Park Street church, Boston, be- 
ginning Tuesday evening, December 
6th. It will be a convention of Bibli- 
cal scholars and of popular evangelists. 
The theological seminaries of the 
country, of different denominations, 
will be largely represented, to give the 
latest results of excavations, and 
archaeological investigations, in proof 
of the historic reliability of the Bible. 
The so called ‘‘higher criticism’’ of 
the Bible, which has come into popolar 
consideration in recent years will be 
explained and reviewed. 

Some of the best known evangelistic 
and revival pastors in the great cities 
of the country are on the program. 
The evangelistic soloist and leader of 
the singing will be F. H. Jacobs, of 
New York, who accompanies the Presi- 
dent of the convention, William 
Phillips Hall, in his evangelistic 
itinerary and meetings. He is said to 
be an exceptionally fine singer.

Semi-Annual Meeting. 


Tbe semi-annual meeting of the 
Boston federation of Young People’s 
Religious Unions was held in the Wol- 
laston Unitarian church, Sunday.

After the report of the last session, 
business and discussion, there was an 
intermission for supper and social 
intercourse.

An address was given 
by Mr. William G, Harrington, presi- 
dent of the Boston Federation of the 
Y. P. R. U., and Rev. Thomas Van 
Ness, of the Second Church, Boston, 
spoke on *‘Kussian Unitarianism in the 
Trans-Caucasian region. How I found 
them and present modes of worship."’ 

The music of the evening consisted 
of hymns by the congregation, a selec- 
tion by the Wollaston Unitarian church 
quartette, and a tenor solo by Mr. M. S. 
Jordan of Wollaston. 

The benediction was given by the 
Rev. Ellery C. Butler of Quincy. 


Wollaston Unity Club. 


The third meeting of the Wollaston 
Unity club was held in tbe vestry of 
the Unitarian church on Friday evening 
Nov. 25. After the meeting was called 
to order, and the report of the last 
meeting read, Frank A. Page of Wollas- 
ton, who had charge of the evening, 
introduced Lieut. R. M. Watt, naval 
constructor, U. S. N., who is at present 
detailed in the iuterest of the govern- 
ment at the plant of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company in Quincy. 

Lieut. Watt gave a very interesting 
paper on the construction of ships. He 
gave the advantages and disadvantages of 
steel, iron and wooden ships, and gave 
the dates of the introduction of the 
ships of each kind. The first iron 
built vessel went to sea in 1822, and in 
1850 one-half the ships were iron. In 
1891 wood vessels for ocean traffic had 
practically disappeared, and in the fol- 
lowing year vessels were made of steel. 
Today steel has almost wholly taken 
the place of iron. 

Lieut. Watt concluded by telling a 
little about the many departments of 
men employed at Fore River, and ex- 
plained briefly how the work is carried 
on there, 

The second subject of the evening 
was ‘‘ Modern Mining,’’ and this sub- 
ject was explained, with the aid of the 
stereopticon, by Mr. Charles B. Locke, 
instractor at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. Mr. Locke touched 
upon the mining of all the principal 
ores, and explained how the ore is 
mived, broken up and finally smelted or 
refined. He threw upon the screen 
pictures which showed clearly what the 
machines used ia mining are like, and 
how that great industry is carried on.

New Norfolk Registry. 


The Milford Daily News is somewhat 
critical in its comments on the new 
Norfolk county building at Dedham. It 
says: 

‘*The new building which will con- 
tain the probate business of Norfolk 
County, as well as the registry of deeds, 
is about completed. It stands opposite 
the court house on High street in Ded- 
ham and is constructed of a whitish 
stone, resembling white sandstone. The 
front exterior is massive in its desigo 
and two stories in height. To render 
the affair sepulchral the architect bas 
had placed onder each upper window a 
Roman mourning design, which resem- 
bles the curtain on the inside of a 
hearse. It isa design which detracts 
from the good taste of the building. 

‘The large windows are cut up into 
very small panes. This, we understand, 
was ordered by the architect, who de- 
clared it was the proper thing. As a 
matter of fact it spoils the proper effect 
of the front of the building, and this is 
emphasized the more by the beautifal 
windows of the court house opposite. 
It means a never ending expense in 
keeping the panes clean; also it will 
cut up the light and so interfere with 
the best work inside. The roof is cop- 
per and looks well. The large ell for 
the probate court room is well made of 
white brick and reflects credit on the

Maple-Sugar and Walnut Creams. 
Boil, without stirring, one pound of 
maple sugar, grated or broken into bits, 
and half a cup of boiling water, until 
the ‘‘soft ball” stage is reached; until 
the syrup that adberes to a skewer, 
plunged into cold water, will form a soft 
ball between the thumb and finger. Stir 
until thick enough to drop from a 
spoon; drop in well-shaped rounds, and 
decorate each with a walout meat on 
the top.—Miss Field.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 3, 1004. 

The first dinner in honor of the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt after the 
New Year will begiven by the Secretary 
of State and Mrs. Hay, who will in- 
augurate the new fashion of giving a 
dinner to the President without the 
necessity of inviting al) of the Cabinet. 
The report seems incredible, but prob- 
ably bas some foundation, that Cabinet 
officers and their wives actually fiad 
each other a bore when they are com- 
pelled to dine together a dozen times 
during a single winter. Hence the new 
departure. 

There are accumulating evidences 
that President Roosevclt will do exactly 
what he thinks right during the forth- 
coming administration. At the same 
time it is only fair to say that, even at 
this early moment, he feels an in- 
creased sense of responsibilty. It is 
thought that he will not incline to be 
dangerously rash, as he might if he 
were under restraint. ‘‘Beauclerc,"’ ex- 
claimed General Clarendon, *‘ There is 
no managing him. Curb bim ever so 
little and he’s up on his hind-legs di- 
rectly. Give him his head and throw 
the bridle on his neck, and he stands 
still. The strangest fellow for a 
rational creature.’’ Roosevelt seems to 
bea type of obstinate conservatism, 
like Beauclerc, He seems to please 
himself by being very careful what he 
does, Already he has given a valuable 
office to Senator Crockrell when a thou- 
sand Republicans were clamoring for it. 
He has designated a grandson of Stone- 
wall Jackson to be a cadet at West 
Poiut. He announces that he will visit 
the South. He will reconstruct his 
Cabinet according to his own unaided 
judgment, probably appointing as one 
of its members Col. Bonaparte, known 
to Republican leaders mostly as ‘‘a 
civil service crank.’’ He now takes the 
inauguration in hand just as he did bis 
own campaign and declines to let it be 
run by the local office seekers. For 
a month certain local office seekers 
have been demanding the management 
of the great function as a traditional 
right, but Wedoesday the President, 
without consulting anybody, turned all 
their distinguished faces to the wall 
and appointed General John M. Wilson, 
a@ past master of military methods to 
be head of the Inaugural committee 
and director of what Mr. Dooley calls 
‘*The Feet Shampeter, or big to-do out 
of doors."’ It is needless to say that 
there are several illustrious Republicans 
in this city who bave withdrawn their 
distinguished admiration from the 
Chief Executive. 

For a good many years Congress, as 
the guardian and conservator of this 
city, has been afflicted with bronze- 
lorseomania, under the influence of 
which our parks have been decorated 
and our army commemorated by a large 
detachment of metallic cavalry. There 
are more than thirty bronze statues on 
the city streets now of which nearly 
twenty are equestrian. Congress finds 
itself face to face with bills for six 
more, including Washington, Grant, 
Longfellow, McClellan, Jefferson, 
Robert Mortis and Pierre L’Enfant. Of 
the various horses standing or prancing 
General Thomas rides the most spirited 
one and Scott the least spirited and 
most authentic. It was modeled from 
the mare which he really rode in 


Mexico. One of the most creditable 
statues is that of Logan, but its 
historic value is marred by the 


anachronisms of its principal tablet, 
where statesmen who bad been dead 
some years assist in administering the 
oath of office to the Senator. I stood 
by that memorial in lowa Circle the 
utber day and recalled a curious un- 
published incident in his life. I was 
editorial manager of Chicago Republi- 
can evening paper in 1869. I had seen 
General Logan but was not acquainted 
with him. Nobody was mentioned fur 
the Senatorship soon to be vacant ex- 
cept ‘‘the two Dicks,’’ Yates and 
Oglesby. Our paper bad not expressed 
a definite preference but had said good 
words for both the Senator and the 
Governor. One day General Logao 
called and was directed to my desk. 
**You are the editor?’ he asked. I 
avswered that I was exercising his 
functions, 

‘*Has Charlie Farwell been in?” 
added. I answered that he had not. 

‘*He promised to meet me here,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to introduce me; but never 
mind,’’ 

I inquired what I could do for 
General Logan. He laughed ‘and said, 


he 


‘*T came in to do something for you. 
I brought you a bit of news that I 
thought you might like to get.” 

‘* That's what we are here for,’’ I 
said. 

‘*It is an announcement,’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘and I bope itis in time for 
this afternoon.'’ I assured him that it 
was, 

‘*lam going to be the next Senator 
from this state,’ he went on, with the 
greatest nonchalance, ‘‘ and I thought 
you would like to be the first Chicago 
paper to announce it... [ was em- 
barrassed by this excess of ‘‘news,’’ 
for the atmosphere of Chicago was full 
of Yates and Oglesby. Observing my 
hesitation, he continued ‘0, yes; I 
know; you Chicago fellows think I'm 
not in itatall, ButI am very much 
in it, and don’t you forget it. I'm go- 
ing to be the next Senator. Don’t you 
be afraid. If you want to scoop these 
other papers, come right square out 
and tell the public so!"’ The audacity 
of the General in generously supplying 
such a piece of news quite amazed me. 
I told him we were not committed to 
anybody and I would consider the mat- 
ter seriously and favorably. ‘‘It's a 
great chance! Don't you let it slip !"’ 
be tlung back at me as he rose, said 
good day, and walked out. 

We had frequently conferred witb 
Congressman Farwell about state politics 
and I ran out to find him. He had 
gone to lunch, but [ followed him 
Sharply and cornered him as he was 
disposing of a slice of roast beef. He 
encouraged the idea; said that Logan 
had an army of friends down the state, 
and would enter the convention with a 
strong following. I hurried back to the 
office and wrote a short article formally 
nominating Logan for the Senate. 
That winter I went down to Springfield 
and watched the General's campaiga 
and saw his attractive and ambitious 
wife share the canvass with him, pre- 
side over the festivities and pull re- 
luctant members of the legislature in 
out of the cold. Adams.

The request of the Citizens No-Li- 
cense Leagne for information regarding 
liquor selling published in the Daily 
Ledger of Wednesday did not escape 
notice. 

Mach has been said during the past 
few days about the large amount of 
liquor used during the municipal cam- 
paign, and the increasing number of 
drunks seen upon the streets. 
has served to stimulate a little new life 
into the Citizen No-License League, 
which has determined to make warfare 
upon violators of the liquor law. 

The league, with the aid of the police 
and all-law abiding citizens, are deter- 
mined to bring before the courts and 
punish all offenders. 

There is no question but there are 
places in Quincy where liquor is sold. 
There is also no question but what 
there are law-abiding citizens who 
know of these places, but for fear of 
being brought into the matter they 
have kept the knowledge to themselves. 

It is however to these people that the 
No-License League look to for aid. 
They ask publicly that all citizens who 
know or suspect that any persons are 
engaged in the liquor traffic to report 
the matter to them. The League prom- 
ises to treat such information as confi- 
dential, and with the aid of the police 
to thoroughly investigate all reports 
thus received. 

The carrying out of this scheme will 
have good results. It will greatly aid 
in the enforcement of the liquor laws, 
which have almost been a farce of late, 
and at the same time secure law and 
order.

Cantata of Ruth. 


That Quincy contains good amateur 
musical talent, capable of interpreting 
intelligently cantatas of the best grade 
of music, was demunstrated Wednesday 
evening in Bethany church by a large 
chorus of Quincy young women and 
men. 

The choras was conducted by Mr. 
Arthur M. Raymond, who showed his 
ability in a masterly manner. The first 
number, Longfellow’s ‘‘ Village Black- 
smitb,’’ for mixed chorus with piano, 
organ and anvil accompaniment, music 
by Charles F. Noyes, was very well 
sung and every part could be clearly 
heard and followed. 

Mr. Edward E. Bullock, the popular 
tenor, sang ‘*The Wondering Knighr,” 
by Eldredge, which received ao en- 
core, and he gave ‘‘Come to me, sweet- 
heart.’ He sang in his usual good 
style and was in good voice. 

Mr. Charles Delmont’s solo, ‘‘The 
Bedouin love song,’’ also received an 
encore, to which he resonded by sing- 
ing ‘‘Mavourneen,’’ Mr. Delmont has 
a fine big resonant bass voice. He is 
director of music at the Columbus 
Avenue Unversalist church, Boston, 
and among the foremost bass soloist of 
city. 

Gaul’s Cantata ‘*Ruth,”’ while not as 
interesting io all its parts as some of 
Gaul’s other compositions, was made 
as interesting as hard work, conscien- 
tious singing and guod tone production 
could make it. All the choruses were 
tinely sung and the solo work was ex- 
cellent. Mrs. Morgan in the part of 
Ruth did beautiful work, Mrs. Hunting 
in the short part of Orpah, sang with 
feeling and in good voice. Miss Huff 
sang superbly in the part of Naomi, 
though evidently suffering from a cold. 
Mr. Delmont io the part of Boaz sang 
the air ‘‘Go notfrom hence,” especially 
well. 

Although inthe moderate passages 
all the parts could be heard and al- 
though all the parts did their work ad- 
mirably, the chorus would bave been 
better balanced had it been able to pro- 
duce just twice the volume of tenor 
and bass. This seems to bea usual 
weakness in our Quincy choruses. 

Special mention should be made of 
the splendid work done by botb the 
accompanists, Mr. W. Porter Pratt at 
the organ and Mrs. Jennie Hocking 
Huut at the piano, which, by the way, 
was a fine toned instrument. The 
major part of the accompaning fell to 
Mrs. Hunt and she accomplished it in a 
perfect manner, technically, and with a 
fine sense of sympathy. 

On the whole, the Unity Circle of 
King’s Daughters is to be congratulated 
upon the success of their ability to se- 
cure the aid of such a musical organiz- 
ation, and it is tu be hoped that this 
chorus of which we may justly be proud, 
may become a permanent institution io 
our midst.

Congratulations to Hon. James Thomp- 
sop! 

Congratulations to the voters of Quincy 
upon their choice for Mayor! 

A plurality rising 1000 is indeed new 
for a Mayoralty candidate in Quincy. 

Mr. Tbompson’s vote was over 400 in 
excess of any vote ever given to any 
Mayor of the city, while Mr. Fallon’s 
vote was the smallest giren to the 
leader of the minority party for ten 
yeurs, if we except the yean1901 when 
Mr. Bryapt ran as an independent. 

Mr. Thompson's total isalso in excess 
of the bha:dsome vote which Quincy 
gave resident Roosevelt last month, 
and Quincy never gave apy Presidential 
candidate a larger vote. It was also 
about 300 in excess of the phenomenal 
vote given recently to William L. Doug- 
las for Governor. 

It was a grand victory, not alone for 
Mr. Thompson and the Kepublicans, 
but for the welfare of Quincy, and 
marks a new era for Municipal govern- 
ment in our city. It was an uprising 
of the people who demanded ‘‘a di- 
vorcement of pernicious election 
methods,’’ and an overthrow of the 
City Hall ring. 

The grand vote given James Thomp- 
son should strengthen him to fill the 
executive chair fearlessly in accordance 
with his platform and for the benefit of 
the whole city. He will not find it 
necessary to cater to any cliqueor ring, 
but to recognize merit, and demand a 
business-like conduct of city affairs in 
all departments.

Ten of the thirteen cities which held 
elections on Tuesday voted in favor of 
license, but eight increased their No 
vote, while six decreased their Yes 
vote.

The vole agaiost revoking the accept- 
ance of the Luce Act is also a vote for 
the continuance of an act which bas 
proved very satisfactory, and which is 
wortby of a longer trial.

Heory H. Faxon is one of those who 
are overjoyed at the election of Mr.

| Sousekold Beceipts. 


Marshmallow Paste. Boil three- 
quarters of a cup of fine granulated 
sugar and one-half cup of milk for six 
minutes. Break in pieces one-quarter 
pound of marshmallows and melt them 
in two tablespoonfuls of hot water; 
cook over hot water and stir until 
smooth, Combine the two mixtures 
and beat until stiff enough to spread 
over the cake. Add one-half teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla. 


Hard Caramels. Take half a pound 
of chocolate, one and one-half pounds 
of sugar, one cup of milk, butter the 
size of an egg, two tablespoonfuls of 
vanilla and boil briskly for twenty- 
minutes. Ponr into a buttered pan 
about balf an ioch thick, mark off into 
squares when the mixture is hardening. 
When hard break apart and wrap each 
caramel in buttered or waxed paper. 


Roly-Poly Pudding. Beat the yolks 
of three eggs until light. Add one cup 
of sugar and the juice of one lemon. 
Then add the whites of three eggs, 
beaten stiff, and one cup of flour, with 
one teaspoonful of baking powder 
mixed with it. Pour into a buttered 
pap, and bake twenty minutes. When 
done, remove from the pan, cover with 
finely-chopped fruit or jelly, and roll 
up. Serve with sauce. It is not neces- 
sary to beat the eggs as stiff as when 
baking powder is used. Measure the 
powder slightly rounding. The cake 
should be about half an inch thick 
when done. Cook in a small dripping 
pan. Turn out on a damp towel, 
spread the fruit over it, and roll it up 
for a while. 


Fig Ice Cream. Make a custard with 
the yolks of five eggs, one cup of sugar, 
one teaspoonful salt and three cups 
milk ; add one pound figs finely chopped 
or forced through a meat-chopper. 
Cool, add one and one-half cups heavy 
cream beaten stiff, the whites of five 
eggs beaten stiff, and vanillaand brandy 
to flavor. Freeze, using three parts 
crushed ice to one part rock salt. 
Mould, pack in salt and ice, and let 
stand two hours.

FURNACE COLD. 


People who live in furnace-heated houses may have noticed the prevalence 
of supposed colds, coughs and throat ailments immediately after the furnace 
has been started in the fall. Asa matter of fact, experts declare that these 
epidemics are largely caused by the dust and germs which gather in the 
registers and hot-air pipes during the summer and are blown into the air of 
the houre when the furvace is started. In addition to the ordinary dust, 
which is certain to settle in such places during the summer months, there is 
also danger that iimay become impregnated with poisonous vapors from the 
cellar, which may be released by the current of hot air rising from the cellar. 
In view of the large number of houses which are heated by furnaces, the 
question of properly cleaning the pipes has an important influence on the 
health.—Healthy Home.

After a squabble extendiog over two 
years as to where the new city scales 
should be located, the Granite street 
site was proposed and in less than five 
minutes the order was passed to be or- 
dained. 


The Quincy Young Men’s Association 
will have one of the best Christmas 
presents. The new building will be 
ready for occupation next week. It 
should be a joyful Christmas, and we 
believe it will be. 


With so many amendments to city 
salaries as proposed, the City Council 
should stop and consider if itis wise 
to make so many increases’ in 
one year. It should be remembered 
that the amount is limitel by law 
which the city may expend for current 
expenses. 


It is a very noticeable fact that when 
any of the Mayor’s departments exceed 
their appropriation, they have little 
difficulty in getting an extra appropria- 
tion or transfer, but it is different with 
the School Committee.

On both Tuesday and Wednesday 
eveuings the ladies served supper, The 
staunch friend of the cburches, Mr. 
Henry H. Faxon visited the bazaar on 
Wednesday evening and delighted all by 
his usual generosity. Great encourage- 
ment was given to all who had partici- 
pated when it was found that tbe pro- 
ceeds netted seven hundred and fifty 
dollars, 

Altogether this church has had a very 
active and progressive year. Since the 
coming of Mr. Sproul many new lines 
of work have been taken up and tbe 
presence and activity of the goodly 
number of young people in all depart- 
ments of the church promises well for 
the future, 

Since March first there have been one 
hundred and thirty new members re- 
ceived into the church. The Christian 
Endeavor society which has greatly in- 
creased in attendance and membership 
recently purchased a piano. The La- 
dies’ Aid society have recarpeted and 
placed a handsume new pulpit set io 
the church, The membership of the 
Sunday school and Bible classes bas 
grown to three hundred and fifty, and 
the attendance at church is from two 
hundred and tifty to two hundred and 
seventy.

Post Office Matters. 


Congressman McNary, true to his 
promise, is making a determined effort 
to getan appropriation for a federal 
building in Quincy. 

A dispatch from Washington says 
that Congressman McNary appeared be- 
fore the Congressional committee on 
Public buildings Dec. 9 with a  de- 
tailed statement in regard to a public 
building for post office purposes in 
Quincy. Postmaster Hammond was 
also present and was presented to the 
members of the committee by Mr. Mc- 
Nary. 

Both gentlemen spoke at length upon 
the vast increase in business at the 
Quincy office during the past few years 
and urged the claims of this city fora 
public building. Their report with the 
petition of Quincy citizens, which was 
filed with the committee, is reported 
to have made a favorable impression on 
the committee, many of whom assured 
them that the bill should have their 
support. 

The committee has decided to report 
a small omnibus building bill—about 
$8,000,000 or $10,000,000. The dispatch 
states, however, that it will be difficult 
to keep the total dowao to the latter 
sum, 

December th Congressman Mc- 
Nary also had a conference with Post- 
master General Wyone and Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow, 
relative to the appointment of an ad- 
ditional carrier et the Quiocy postofiice, 
and to the consolidation of the Brain- 
tree offices with the Quincy postoflice 
under free delivery. 

‘These matters have been promised a 
speedy consideration, at the postoflice 


department, and in all probability will 
be brought to a successful issue at an 
early date. 

Postmaster Hammond chucoed Tues- 
day night from Washington. He 
says that he had a fine trip, He was 


treated most courteously by the gentle- 
men of the committee. It was un- 
fortunate, however, that the only New 
England member of the committee was 
not present. 

The committee would give no informa- 
tion of what they would report, although 
they seemed to be favorably impressed 
with the arguments in favor of the 
Quincy building. 

Mr. Hammond thinks that if a public 
building bill is reported that Quincy 
will be included. 

Congressman McNary was notitied 
on Wednesday, by Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow, that the 
additional letter carrier asked for by 
Postmaster Hammond at Quincy, had 
been granted to take effect Jan. 1. 

If Congressman McNary is as success- 
ful in securing an appropriation for.a 
Postoffice building in Quincy, he will 
muke himself solid with his constitu- 
ents in this city. 

The granting of an additional carrier 
to Quincy is something for which 
Postmaster Hammond has been striving 
for some time, and will increase 
the number of carriers in Quincy to 21 
men. When the new man goes on Jan. 
1, it will mean quite an improvement 
to the delivery service, more especially 
to West Quincy and Ward One. 

At the present time there are two 
carriers at West Quincy, but they have 
so much to do that the mail does not 
reach its as soon as it 
shoald. 

The new carrier, who will be used at 
West Quincy, will relieve the two men 
now on that district, so that mail will 
reach its destination in some cases ao 
hour earlier than at present. It also 
means a relief forthe men io Ward 
One, so that the business houses will 
get their mail earlier. 

James T. O'Neil, who heads the 
classified list, will receive the appoint- 
ment. Mr. O'Neil has been serving as 
substitute for the past two years.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 17, 1904. 

At the moment of this writing it is 
not decided where the inaugural ball 
shall take place. The Senate wants it 
in the Pension building, where it has 
been held for a quarter of a century. 
The House wants it in the Congres- 
sional Library building; and a few 
members of both houses want to assign 
to that function the rotunda and 
It is the unani- 
mous desire that the inauguration shall 
be the most memorable of any even 
held. Some prominent citizens desire 
the erection of a special building either 
for temporary or permanent use, bat 
that plan for Gen. Grant's second inau- 
guration failed utterly and made the 
celebration a very poor affair. Either 
the Capitol or Library is adapted to the 
purpose. ‘The latter is already lighted 
abundantly, and would neither need nor 
permitdecoration. The Capitol rotunda 
and Statuary Hall can be illuminated 
with dazzling brilliancy, almost in an 
hour’s notice. In each building there 
are corridors by the mile, tinted walls 
and frescoed ceilings. The exits and 
entrances of both are perfect, and there 
are cloak rooms abundant. Some Sena- 
tors are opposed to asing the Library on 
the ground that the fine building would 
be injured; but in what way the fine 
building could be injured by ever so 
large a throng, is bayond conception.

It would be no more exposed to injury 
than it is every day and every night till 
ten o’clock. ‘The inauguration ball held 
in the vast spaces of the Library would 
bea brilliant and magnificent affair. 

The President has succeeded in stir- 
riog up all parties in both houses of 
Congress on the subject of extravagance 
in government printing and in favor of 
its sammary reduction. Represectative 
Landis, chairman of the House commit- 
tee, says that dollars 
could be saved by a rigid supervision of 
the matter sent to the public printer. 
He says ‘* At least one-third of the 
printing could be cut off, saving mil- 
lions of dollars to the government. 
There are thousands of tons of stuff 
printed iu the government printing office 
in the highest style of the art, that are 
not worth the paper they are printed 
on.’’ Among the principal offenders in 
this respect are the Geological Survey, 
the Bureau of .Ethnology, and the 
Smithsonian Digest. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of volumes are distributed that 
are never read or even opened, some of 
them illustrated witha multitude of the 
most expensive colored engravings. 
Mapy books are thus produced which 
are so abstruse and even occult as to be 
quite beyond the general comprehension 
and the Geological Survey boasts tiat it 


millions of 


bas published a bulletin so recondite 
that only three men in the United States 
can understand it, and only six persons 
have ever called fora copy! Think of a 
great volume on the Charleston earth- 
quake with hundreds of photographs 
printed four years after that event, and 
containing no valuable ioformation in 
addition to that published in the news- 
papers at the time! 

Senator Stewart’s bill increasing the 
salary of the President to $100,000 a 
year, that of the Vice-President to $20, - 
000 that of the Speaker of the House to 
$20,000 and that of Senators and Repre- 
sentative to $10,000 seems to have run 
against a snag. A ringing protest is 
heard from all parts of the country, It 
is held that men should not be en- 
couraged tu seek the highest places un- 
der the goverament by a money reward. 
Great honors go with them, which are 
above price, Senators and Representa- 
tives are required to spend here only 
about one-third of the time for which 
they are elected; the other two-thirds 
can be devoted to their private business 
And this is a country 
of many opportunities, Perhaps sala- 
ries will be raised when the presidents, 
vice-presidents, senators and representa- 
tives get into the babit of resigning be- 
cause of inadequate compensation. 
Members of the House of Commons, in 
Eogland receive no salaries whatever. 

The Senate came to time yesterday 
and passed the Philippine government 
bill, by a party vote. Many amend- 
ments were offered, and a general dis-

cussion was had but they were mostly 
voted down. A sharp intarchange be- 
tween Carmack aud Foraker punctuated 
the proceedings. ‘The former sarcastic 
cally welcomed the President to mem- 
bership in the Anti-Imperialist League, 
because he said in his message that he 
hoped the time would come when the 
Philippines would have the same rela- 
tion to the United States that Cuba now 
bas and that the only justification of 
our presence there was our ability to do 
them good. Tbe Senator expressed the 
fear that sic language would excite 
the Filipinos tu insurrection and con- 
trasted it with the speeches of Messrs. 
Lodge and Beveridge declaring, be sald, 
that the object of our benevolent assimi- 
lation of the archipelago was to get as 
much out of it as we could. There 
were tart rejoiuders and significant allu- 
sions to the lessons of the election.

Roosevelt received over all 1,746,786, 
and over Parker 2,547,578. 

The official canvass of the votes for 
President shows that Republicans made 
gains over their vote of 1900 in 32 
states, and losses in 13. The total 
gains of the Republicans were 732,048, 
and the total losses 312,249; net gain, 
419,799. The Democrats polled more 
votes in eight states than in 1900, but 
less in 37. Their total gains were 30,-

Roosevelt and Mellen. 


Although President Roosevelt did not 
name in his message the railroad presi- 


dent whose opinions he quoted with so 


much approval, concerning the -proper 


attitude of railroad managers toward | 


the public and the quality of the rela- 
tious which it is desirable should exist 
between corporations and the peuple 
whom they serve, it was easy to recog- 
nize the quotation as from the speech 
by that highly honored former citizen 
of St. Paul, Mr. Charles S, Mellen. It 
was delivered shortly after his resigna- 
tion of the presidency cf the Northern 
Pacific railroad and his acceptance of 
a similar position at the head of a great 
New England system. 

But the people will applaud. The 
thousands who hold railway shares as 
an investment, and who desire nothing 
so much as stability and safety in rail- 
road management, will also applaud ; at 
least those who are not blinded by ille- 
gitimate profits. The people’s Presi- 
dent and the railroad’s president work 
hand in hand for the establishment of 
just conditions, whereunder every 
American citizen shall be able to feel 
that every railroad he uses is managed 
as much for his benefit as for that of 
any othir citizens, The two are look- 
ing for an era when the railroad man- 
agement of the country shall, by loy- 
alty to the people, command a popu- 
larity like that which attends the opera- 
tion of the postoffice department; and 
that with no necessity of ‘government 
ownership.’? Government supervision, 
such as that toward which the Presi- 
dent is pointing the way, means some- 
thing better. It means the recognition 
of such amutuality of interest between 
the roads and the people as shall prac- 
tically amount to a_ beneficent partner- 
ship.—St. Paul Pioneer Press.

Jobnson and William B. Glover served 
on the board of 1900 when there were 
seven members, and since then for four 
years have constituted the board of 
three, under an amendment to the City 
Charter. | 

Jalias Johnson, the new appointee to 
the board, was the choice of the | 
Mayor-elect. He is a member of the 
present City Council being first elected | 
to the Council of 1903, which was bis 
first public position. Last year he 
served on the standing committees on’ 
Fire Department and Police, and this’ 
year on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
and also on Streets, Bridges and Lights. 

For nearly fifteen years he has been a 
master builder of the city; for three | 
years as a member of the firm of John- 
sou & Nelson, and since 1894 for him- 
self. Today he is one of the leading 
builders of the city, and many of the 
residences which be bas erected are a 
credit to Quincy. These iuclude the 
residence of J. Henry Emery on Adams 
street, Emery L.Craneand Nathan Ames 
Whitney road, E. D. Gourd, Goffe street, 
residence of William V. Hayward ono 
Chestnot street, of W. E. Blanchard and 
Albert M. Parker on Presidents bill, of 
Mrs. Emma Lark on Granite street, and 
several attractive houses on the Upland 
road extension. Mr. Johnson was also 
the architect and builder of the Swedish 
Baptist church on Granite street. 

Mr. Juhoson was bornin Sweden, May 
23, 1860, and received a good education 
in his native land, where he also served 
his time at the carpenter's trade. He \ 
settled in Quincy in 1887, soon after 
coming to this country and now resides 
on Centre street. He is a prominent 
member of the Swedish Baptist church, 
Iu politics he has been a staunch Re- 
publican.

Postmaster General Wynne knows how 
to settle rural postmastership fights. 
Dowo in the Braintrees there was a 
merry tangle, threatening to involve 
the congressmen for that district, a 
United States senator, and possibly a 
governor,- At the height of the contest 
the postmaster general reduces the 
offices of North Braintree, South Brain- 
tree and East Braintree to sub-stations 
of the Quincy office, and now the candi- 
dates will be obliged to take the civil 
service examination for letter carriers if 
they wish to work for Uncle Sam.— 
Boston Advertiser, 

The Boston Globe prints a Braintree 
dispatch which said in part: 

“While the people of Quincy are 
pleased that their office is elevated to 
the rank of a distributing point for a 
large area, Braintree citizens are not 
overpleased, to say the Jeast, although 
there will be some advartageous returo 
in the matter of free delivery twice a 
day. 

‘*Heretofore the three offices in the 
town have given satisfaction and have 
had more direct communication with 
Boston than Quincy, as both North and 
South Braintree are railroad junctions, 
from which trains are run express to 
Boston at least once an hour and more 
often than that in the busy part of the 
day. 

‘As the proposed plans are under- 
stood bere, the mail for Braiotree will 
have to go to Quincy after Jan. 1, and 
be distributed by carriers. This will 
be true, undoubtedly, of Kast Brain- 
tree, which office is to be abvlisbed. 
Io its place will be a substation for the 
issuing of mouey orders and registered 
letters and the sale of stamps.” 

The Globe does not tell of anyone in 
Braintree who is not pleased. VPerbaps 
it is the one who is expected to become 
postmaster. 

The facts of the case are that the 
letter carriers will start from the offices 
at Braintree and South Braintree, and 
not from the Quincy office. Postmaster 
Hammond says that tbe mails between 
Boston and these two offices will go 
direct, both ways, as at present, as they 
do now between Boston and Wollaston 
and Boston and Atlantic, 

In addition, Postmaster Hammond 
says, there will be direct mails between 
Quincy and Braintree and South Brain- 
tree. 

The Braintree offices will be practi- 
cally independent, and those who pre- 
fer to go to the offices for their mail 
will have the privilege if they wish. 
Or if they are expecting letters they 
can call at the office at any time, morno- 
ing, nooo or night.

Sol. Quincy’s Grave. 


The grave Colonel John Quincy, 
for whom the town of Quincey was 
named, -is now fittiogly marked, a 
bandsome granite » ay been 
placed Thursday aliernoo® er his 
grave in Old Hancock com: 

Col. John Quincy died iu i? ud | 
was buried in the old cemetery ew, 


if any, of the present generation knew 
the location of the grave, as tbe in- 
scription on the small slate marker had 
almost been obliterated by time. 

Last year when City Engineer Flood 
made a survey and plan of the old 
cemetery, under a special order of the 
City Council, a copy of the inscriptions 
on the headstones was made, and in 
this way the graye of Col. Quincy was 
found. 

It was not until Thursday, however, 
that the Quincy Historical society 
through Hon. Charles Francis Adams, 
placed a memorial over the grave. 

The boulder was taken from the 
quarry of Field & Wild. While not 
very large it can be seen plainly from 
the street. On the street face of the 
boulder is a bronze tablet, upon which 
is the following inseription: 

Here Was Buried 
Colonel John Quincy 
of 
Mount Wollaston 
1689—1767 
From whom Quincy was named 
1792 
‘The Quincy Historical Society 
Places this Memorial

Vattee’s History of Old Braintree and 
Quincy says: ‘‘The person selected to 
give a name to the town was Rey. 
Anthony Wibird, then the minister of 
the First chaorch, but Mr. Wibird de- 
clined and the Hop. Richard Cranch 
was then requested to furnish a name 
for the place, who recommended its 
being called *‘Quincy,’’ in honor of 
Col. Jobn Quincy, which was accepted. 

‘* This was not fully satisfactory to 
the people as the inhabitants called a} 
public meeting on May 14, 1792, to see 
if the town would petition the General 
Court to have the name altered or 
changed to some other. After a candid 
and somewhat exciting discussion 
whether ‘‘ Hancock” or ‘‘ Quincy” 
should be the name, it was by a close 
vote decided that it should continue to 
be called by the name of '* Quincy.’’ 

Again in the historical sketch of the 
First church vf Quincy, Mr. Pattee 
says: 

**Tbhe Quinseys, from the earliest time, 
bave lent their influence to support, 
and their virtues to adorn, the institu- 
tion of religion here, as wel! as the 
institutions of government and learn- 
ing on a wider theatre. Judge Edmund 
Quinsey, who died abroad in the ser- 
vice of his country, is affectionately 
mentioned in a sermon preached by Mr. 
Hancock, after the intelligence was re- 
ceived of his death. Jobo Quinsey was 
or forty years Kepresentative of this 
town in the General Court, and for 
many years in succession Speaker of 
the House of Kepresentatives. His 
name, which appears in the town and 
precinct records in counection with all 
public meetings, was given to the 
North Precinct of Braintree when in 
1792 it was set off and incorporated as 
a distinct town.” 

Among the sacred vessels belonging 
to the First church is a tankard marked 
—‘The gift of the Hon'ble John 
Quincy, Esq., to the First church of 
Christ in Braintree, 1767.”’ 

President Jobn Adams wrote of Vol. 
Quincy at the time he was dismissed 
from his regiment because of the in- 
trigue of Colonel Gooch: 

‘Colonel John Quiacy has been in 
public life from bis early youth. He 
had been near twenty years Speaker of 
the House of Representatives and many 
years a member of His Majesty's 
Council, and was as much esteemed and 
respected as any man in the province. 
He was not only an experienced and 
venerated statesman, but a man of 
letters, taste and sense. 

‘* Shirley was with great diffculty, 
prevailed on to perform the operation 
of dismissing so faithful a servant of 
the public, and adopting one of so 
equivocal character; and he said some 
time afterwards, that nothing he had 
ever done in his administration had 
given him so much pain, as removing 
so venerable a magistrate and officer as 
Colonel Quincy. But the church party 
had insisted upon it so peremptorily, 
that he could not avoid it. Probably 
he dreaded their remonstrances to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury.” 

President John Quincy Adams was 
also named for Joho Quincy. 

Pattee’s history contains this brief 
sketch of Col. Quincy: 

‘‘John Quincy was born in the North 
Precinct of Braintree (now Quincy) io 
1689. After receiving his preparatory 
education he entered [arvard college 
from which he was graduated in 1708. 

‘*‘Nine years after he was called into 
public service, where he was actively 
engaged for the greater part of his life. 
He was first chosen to represent the 
town in the General court io 1717, 
which honurable position be filled for 
28 years, and outof the number of 
years that he beld the office 22 of them 
were consecutive, From 1720 to 1741, 
about 12 years, he was speaker of the 
House, 

‘This record,’? says Mr. Pattee, ‘‘ was 
taken from the House Journal, and 
does not agree with other printed state- 
ments that he represented the town for 
40 consecutive years. Mr. Quincy died 
in 1767, aged 78.’’

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 24, 1904. 

The social season is formally opened 
on New Year’s day when the President 
officially receives the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, the members of the Cabi- 
net, the Diplomatic Corps, the officers 
of the army and navy the chiefs of 
bureaus and other public functionaries 
and finally great crowds of citizens. 
This has been the custom here for near- 
ly « century and it is a spectacle the 
like of which cannot be seen elsewhere 
in the world fur no bead of a great na- 
tion is so democratic theoretically and 
practically as the President of the 
United States. The social season this 
year will be short and sharp. It will 
embrace the inauguration ceremony and 
will end with lent. The inangural fes- 
tivities promise tu be remarkable both 
as to the procession and the inaugural 
ball. The lenten season is always seri- 
ously observed in Washington, or at 
least tho fair observers imagine them- 
selves to be veryserious. Ballroom and 
operatic amusements are discontineed, 
but they manage to pass the time with 
quasi charitable eotertainments, which 
are no doubt, quite as amusing and en- 
tertaining as dancing and theatre-going. 
When Congress resumes its sessions, it 
will have not more than about forty 
days until the 4th of March, and during 
this time the appropriation bills must 
be pissed, and there is urgent legisla- 
tion relating to postal matters, the 
Panama Canal, and various other sub- 
jects. 

It is not improbable that a bill will 
be passed, reducing the members of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission from 7 to 3 
members. The general impression is 
that seven members is too unweilding a 
body for effective work, moreover, it 
does not appear to be practicable to keep 
the men now composing the commission 
on the ground. The most strenuous 
duty of some of these commissioners ap- 
pear to be to draw their salaries, while 
they spend their time in Washingtun, 
with occasional visits to Panama. 

Mr. Wallace the chief engineer inti- 
mated to members of Congress, who 
went to Panama, last month that he was 
dissatisfied with the limitations of his 
authority. He thinks that his power of 
management should be his 
great responsibility.

The young Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
113,000,000 of dollars for 
the navy during the coming year, and 
there is, no doubt, that in this estimate 
he has the approval of the President. 
The naval programme will be opposed 
not only by the Democrats in Congress, 
but by some Republicans. It is urged, 
however, by the advocates of a big navy 
that so long as we turn our backs on an 
alliance with the strongest naval power 
io the world, a proper regard for our 
own safety must suggest the necessity of 
having a navy large enough to meet a 
possible alliance of the next two largest 
navies in the world. Enogland excepted 
or in other words, a navy large enough 
to meet that of France, and Germany 
combined. It would be more economi- 
cal doubtless to form such an alliance as 
Great Britain has with Japan, the sub- 
stance of which is that neither of the 
parties to the alliance will enactively 
permit the combination of any two 
powers against the other, but an alli- 
ance with Great Britain appears to be so 
repugnant to certaio political elements 
in this country that it would appear, 
useless to seriously consider it. There 
is, therefore, no other alternative, but to 
make ourselves strong upon the seas. 

There is much interest expressed just 
now in what is called President Roose- 
velt’s southern policy though, there is 
some difficulty to find in what its 
novelty consists. He has in the last 
three years, appointed a number of 
Democrats to office in the South, and 
there is nothing novel in his appoint- 
ment of a grandson of Stonewall Jack- 
son, and a son of General Job Stewart, 
the famous confederate cavalry leader in 
the Civil war. ; 

There are indications that the world 
will not have to wait for interesting 
times in the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
Carribean Seas. Ex-Secretary Root’s 
recent address, giving the latest inter- 
pretation of the Monroe Doctrine is 
perhaps significant. No one is better 
entitled to speak for the President of 
the United States, and to outline Re- 
publican policy than the distinguished 
Ex-Secretary of War. We have repeat- 
edly said ‘‘hands off tu Great Britain, 
and Germany, aod inferentially to all 
the world with reference to Cuba, San 
Demingo, Venezuela, and to all coug* 
tries in this hemisphere. But our pro- 
bibition it is conceded carries with it 
an obligation on our part, and it is our 
behest, as the only first-class power in 
this hemisphere in assuming to defend 
these weak powers to also see that they 
bebave themselves, and pay their debts. 
A parent may defend a spoiled child, 
but he must at the same time protect 
his neighbors from its outrages. The 
Monroe Doctrine is the assumption on 
our partof the white man’s burden with 
reference to the Antilles, and South 
America, 

It is probable that a fleet will be dis- 
patched in the next three or four weeks 
to take charge of the ports of San 
Domingo and that another deet will 
also appear on the cost of Venezuela 
and that President Castro will be called 
to account for his high banded meas- 
ures in packing courts for ‘‘hand me 
down” decisions against the interest of 
U.S. Citizens. This Goverment bas 
defended Venezuela conspicuously 
Britain during Cleve- 
land’s administration and against 
Germany, and Grvat Britain and Italy 
in the present administration. The 
United States can now with propriety 
say to President Castro 
countries their just debts and treat 
American citizens with justice. Next 
to President Diaz of Mexico, President 
Castro of Venezuela is doubtless the 
most able of Latin-American rulers, 
He however appears tu lack a sense of 
justice and fairness posdedSed by his 
more northern contemporary.

The City Council of 1904 wound up 
its business Tuesday night. While it 
did not adjourn sine die there will be 
no more meetings unless some emergency 
arises that would make it necessary for 
the Mayor to call them together. 

Councilman Hadlock, Hardwick, 
Hughes, Loud, Nickerson and Walsh 
were absent. 

In the spectators seats were Council- 
men-elect Burgess, Crane, Flaherty and 
McLane. Mayor-elect Thompson was 
also present. 


A VETO. 

The Mayor returned without his 
approval the amendment to the Ordi- 
nance giving the permanent firemen one 
day off at the end of every eight days. 

In giving his reasons the Mayor said, 
to carry out this ordinance would re- 
quire two additional men ata cost of 
$1,666 per year. Under the present 
rules the men have one day off in 
twelve days. The trouble is that they 
do not know when they are coming. 
The expenses of this department are 
large and while he wished to give the 
men all the privileges possible it was 
not wise to incur the additional ex- 
pense. It would be impossible next 
year to increase the expense of this 
department. It was necessary to cur- 
tail in all departments. 

Councilman Bass said he understood 
the chief cause of complaint was that 
it was not known in advance when the 
day off was to come, Would it not be 
possible to arrange so that they could 
be notified in advance? 

Mayor Bryant, replying, said he 
thought it would. The best thing is to 
let the ordinance remain as it is. 
Things will work themselves out right. 

The veto was sustained, Councilman 
Piper and Thompson, however, votiog 
to pass over the veto.

The annual financial report of the 
city will probably show a reduction io 
the municipal debt on Jan 1. While 
this is a move in the right direction, 
it was possible only because of the 
deadlock over the High school enlarge- 
ment, and the failure to provide accom- 
modations bas been a handicap to the 
pupils and an injury to the city. May 
the City Council of 1905 get together 
promptly and meet the exigency. 


The proposed increase. of salaries, 
which threatened to embarrass the ad- 
ministration of Mayor-elect Thompson, 
by increasing the current expenses of 
the city, have been bappily disposed of. 
Those referred to the Council of 1905 
cannot become operative until 1906. 
Few outside the City Council realize 
the workings of the law limiting the 
amount which can be raised annually 
for current expenser. The amount 
which can be raised by taxation in 1905 
is already fixed, and will not beaffected 
by any increase or decrease in valuation 
made by the Assessors of 1905. 
Changes in valuation will affect only 
the tax rate of 1905, and that only toa 
limited extent. 


It is important that competent enu- 
merators should be employed in taking 
the census next May. There bhasalways 
been a feeling that full justice was not 
done to Quincy by the last census 
which was taken by the United States 
in 1900, but it came at the close of a 
strike in the granite industry when 
many Quincy men were temporarily ont 
of town, 

The census of 1900 did not show as 
large an increase in Quincy from 1895 
to 1900, as did the previous census 
from 1890 to 1895, or the census of 1890. 
The census of 1890 showed an increase 

~of 4,581, the census of 1895 an increase 
of 3,986, and the census of 1900 an in- 
crease of +}, 187. 

Many will, doubtless, in face of these 
figures dispute the claim of the 
Patriot, that the increase from 1900 to 
1905 will be over 6000, but the increase 
in school children, in births, in poll tax 
payers, in voters, in new houses, in 
number employed at the shipyard, all 
indicate that the growth of Quincy has 
been exceedingly rapid. Perhaps the 
doubters may be the ones who will be 
surprised, 

The figures below show the popula- 
tion at each census, and the gain since 
the last census. Quincy was incorpo- 
rated in 1792 and at tirst the census 
was taken every ten years, but begin- 
ning in 1855a State census alternates 
with the United States census, so that 
of late the census has been taken every 
five years.

East Boston Tunnel. 


Boston, Dec. 30.—All the residents of 
NoddlJe Island, as East Boston was 
known in colonial days, united last 
night in celebrating the official opening 
of the new tunnel under Boston har- 
bor, uniting East Boston with the city 
proper. Although the tunnel was not 
opened for public traffic until this 
worning, yesterday was given over to 
final trips of inspection by state and 
city officials and to a grend jollifica- 
tion arranged by the East Boston Citl- 
zens’ committee. 

During yesterday the tunnel was 
inspected by state and city officials, 
while last night more than 500 mem- 
bers of the East Boston Citizens’ com- 
mittee made the trip under the harbor. 
Following this there was a street 
parade in East Boston, followed by a 
banquet in Masonic hall. Bands were 
stationed in all the sections of Noddle 
Island, and the district was ablaze 
with fireworks throughout the evening. 
At the banquet in Masonic hall speeches 
were made by many prominent citizens 


The East Boston tunnei. which ex- 
tends underneath Boston harbor, from 
the mainland to East Boston, on Nod- 
die island, is one of the longest sub- 
water tunnels in the world. Its total 
length is 1 1-4 miles, although only 2700 
feet of this is under water. This length 
is exceeded by the Mersey tunnel at 
Liverpool, which has 3960 feet, but it is 
greater than the Blackwall tunnel at 
London, and the Port Huron and the 
Glasgow tunnels. 

The East Boston tunnel was con- 
structed at a cost of $3,000,000 by the 
city of Boston, which has leased it for 
a term of 25 years, dating from 1597, 
to the Boston Elevated Railway com- 
pany, which will use the tunnel exclu- 
sively for the passage of its electric cars 
between Boston and Eust Boston. 
About 4% years have been consumed 
in constructing the tunnel, in the ac- 
complishment of which many difficult 
engineering problems had to be solved.

Councilman Holmes was born in 
Charlestown, July 3, 1870. He came to 
Quincy when a young map and was 
educated in the Quincy public schools, 
He was a pripter by trade, at which 
bu-iness he was employed up to the 
time of his illness, being foreman for 
J. C. Clark & Co., of Boston, 

He was a faithful worker for the 
principles of the Republican party. 
For two years he was treasurer of the 
Ward Two Committee, and for the past 
two years has been secretary of the Re- 
publican City Committee. 

Tle was one of the organizers of 
Francis I. Souther camp, Sons of Veter- 
ans, and served as its commander. He 
was also affiliated with the Good 
Templars, New England Order of Pro- 
tection, the Young Men's club of 
Quincy Point, the Quincy Point Im- 
provemeat Committee 
Union, 

In 1900 he served as one of the 
government census enumerators. 

He leaves a widow and three children. 

The funeral was held Thursday after- 
noon at 2.30 o'clock from the chapel of 
Bethany church. The services were 
conducted by Rev. Edwin N. Hardy, 
pastor of Bethany church, assisted by 
Rev. Leon H. Austin, 
Washington Street 
church at Q.incy Point. 

‘The services were largely attended. 
Besides many personal friends of the 
deceased, Quincy lodge, N. E. O. P., 
was Seana in a body.

He trusted God, and 
so peacefully without a struggle, he 
passed on.

Under the Harbor. 


In connection with the opening of the 
new tunnel to East Boston the Boston 
Journal claims for George L. Phillips 
of Quincy the honor of being the fir,, 
man to pass below the waters of tke 


harbor from Boston to the Noddle 
island, and he did it too without 
getting wet. 

On the Fourth of July in 1869 Mr. 


Phillips walked from T wharf to Conard 
wharf, clothed in a diver’s suit, and 
came out victor in the first and only 
contest of the kind that was ever 
known. 

The city fathers in 1869 were looking 
for some sort of a novelty for the cele- 
bration of the nation’s birthday. Sub- 
marine diving was then in its infancy. 
Some bright mind conceived the idea 
that a race by submarine divers would 
be an dnusual attraction, A committee 
having in charge the arrangements was 
appointed and the details were fixed. 

The story of Mr. Phillips, relative to 
the race, as printed by the Journal, 
as fullows: 

‘* Tt was something new then for any 
one to walk below the water. I had 


-| been out of the war only a few years, 


where I served iu the Twelfth Maxsa- 
chusetts, and had only been below a 
few times. Three prizes were offered, 
$75, $50 and $25. I bappened to be the 
lucky man to win the first prize, 

**It seemed as if every sort of a craft 
that would carry any one was brought 
into service tocarry spectators. United 
States war vessels were used and the 
Portland, Augusta and Bangor boats 
pulled out of their docks with hundreds 
of passengers, They loaded them on 
just as long as the police would allow 
them to. Fifty cents a head was the 
price. I had been married only a short 
time and my wife ‘watched’ the race 
from a schooner along with the wife 
and the relatives of the other two men 
ip. 

“*Bill Lloyd and ‘Jake’ Palmer 
were the other two men who raced. 
Several others entered but did not come 
around to get inthe race. We hada 
float on each side of the harbor. Each 
man had a boat with a crew of four 
men, one to steer, two at the pump and 
one fora’rd with the life line. Sume- 
thing was the matter my pumps, so I 
had to change to larger ones that would 
not go in the boat. I borrowed another 
boat from a vessel near T wharf that 
was much heavier than the first one. 
Every one thought that because the 
boat was heavier I would have a harder 
time to win, 

‘*You see each of us at a given signal 
was to climb down the ladder and then 
draw our boats across the harbor. It 
was near noon on a high tide at the 
full of the moon. I found a great deal 
of soft mud but some hard footing. I 
had told the men who were taking care 
of my boat to stop pumping just as 
soon as we arrived on the other side. 
They did not understand, so it took me 
at least a minute longer to get up to 
the raft. There were three flags and 
as svon as one of us waved bis flag a 
gun was fired and that marked the 
time. 

‘*T was so exhausted when I got on 
the East Boston side that everytbing 
looked all blue to me. I climbec up 
the ladder and thought that the other 
two men had won out. Some one cried 
to me to wave the flag. I bad just 
sense enough to do so. I won the race 
in 17 1-2 minutes, which was quicker 
than some of the boats could do it in 
the fog. 

“‘Lloyd’s time was 22 minutes and 
Palmer did pot get across. Te was 
exhausted and had to be pulled up to 
his boat. He, however, got $25, the 
third prize. 

“It was kind of queer about those 
other two men. Lloyd was drowned 
down in North Carolina. Palmer went 
out west and became a stage driver. 
He was shot by a road agent years 
ago."’

The State Census. 


Arrangemepts are already well under- 
way for taking the Massachusetts cen- 
sus for 1905, the decennial censns. The 


Legislature of 1904 passed an act 
(Chap. 423) relative to the appoint- 
ment of census enumerators and their 


work, 

Section 7 provides that ‘‘the whole 
number of enumerators shall not ex- 
ceed one for every 3,000 persons in 
each city and town, according to the 
returns of the preceding decennial 
census, and shall be so many less as the 
chief may decide to be adequate for the 
duty.”” 

The census of 1895 showed Quincy to 
have a population of 20,712, so the 
number of enumerators caaonot exceed 
six, and it is probable that one will be 
appointed fur each of the six wards. 

Section 8 provides—‘‘The mayor and 
aldermen of cities and the selectmen of 
towns may nominate twice as many 
persons as there are enumerators to be 
appointed in each city and town, and 
of the persons thus nomioated there 
shall be appointed as enumerators, 
under the provisions of th's act, those 
found best qualified for the work, as 
determined by such rules and tests as 
the said chief muy fix, subject to the 
approval of the civil service commis- 
sioners of the Commonwealth. In case 
the mayor and aldermen or selectmen 
do not nominate a sufficient number of 
persons thus found to be properly 
qualified, withia thirty days after being 
requested to do so, then the said chief 
may appoint, subject to such tests as 
to qualifications as are herein provided 
for, the additional number required.’’ 

Chief Pidgio informs the Ledger that 
the request for the local officials to send 
in the names of nominees will be mailed 
to them on January 10, 1905. This 
allows ample time io which to fe ap- 
plications with the nominating officers, 
who will have until February 8, 1905, 
in which to mike their returos. The 
compensation will be $3 for each day of 
nine hours actually employed in said 
service, 

Chief Pidgin further says: ‘‘ Men or 
women of intelligence and good charac- 
ter are desired, who are in good bealth 
aud are not pbysically defective, who 
are acquainted with the locality in 
which they are to act, and who can 
write plainly. They should not be 
addicted to the use of intoxicating li- 
quors nor connected with its sale.’’ 

The work of enomeration will be 
beguo May 1, 1905, and be constantly 
prosecuted until completed. 

The information sought by the census 
sball relate to population and social 
statistics, manufactures, trade, mining 
and quarrying, agricultural products 
and property, the fisheries, commerce, 
libraries, and tu schools and school 
property. 

The chief of the Census bureau is re- 
quired to request suggestions from the 
mayors of cities and the selectmen of 
towns, and the inquiries suggested by 
them within sixty days shall form part 
of the schedules, if approved. 

Section 14 of the Act provides that 
enumeration of cities may upon request 
of the mayor and aldermen be made by 
streets, blocks, etc. Thatdoes not seem 
necessary in Quincy but census by wards 
is desirable, and perhaps there are some 
other facts that might be gathered that 
would be of value. It might be well to 
learn the number employed in each 
branch of the granite industry for 
future comparisons; also in the ship- 
yards. It would be of interest to learn 
the number of inh sbitants who are em- 
ployed, and what part are employed in 
Quincy.
